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THE REFUNDING QUESTION 


HOW AN EXTRA SESSION MAY BE 
AVOIDED. 

AN OLD LAW UNDER WHICH THE TREASURY 
CAN BORROW $150,000,000 aT Low 1N- 
TEREST—A PLAN BY WHICH NEARLY 
HALF OF THE MATURING BONDS CAN BE 


REDEEMED WITHOUT LEGISLATION. 
Wasurxeton, March 25.—The discussion 
of the apparent necessity for calling an extra 
session of Congress, in order that provision 
may be made for the maturing bonds, has 
caused an examination to be made of the laws 
relating to national loans, witha view of as- 
certaining whether sufficient authority now 
exists to warrant the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in taking such steps as will enable him to 
make some prevision for preserving the na- 
tional credit, and for protecting the Treasury 
against the loss incidental to the failure of a 
refunding bill, until] Congress can take up the 

subject at its regular session in December. 
Of the amount authorized by the Funding 
act of 1870, there remains unissued about $105,- 


000,000, This funding loan was issued to ‘con- 


vert the 6 per cent. loan then outstanding, 
known as the 5-20 loan, and the act specifi- 
cally provides that the proceeds from the 
sale of the funding bonds shall be applied to 


the redemption of the 5-20 bonds, and ‘“‘shall 


be used for no other purpose whatsoever.” 
This limitation was removed bv the act of 
Jan. 25, 1879, which authorizes the Secretary 
of the Treasury, in the process of refunding 
the national debt under existing laws, “to 


exchange directly, at par, the bonds of the 
United States bearing interest at4 per cent. per 
annum authorized by law, for the bonds of the 
United States commonly known as 5-20s,” or 
for any redeemable outstanding bonds bearing 


a higher rate of interest than 4% per cent. 


The words above quoted are worthy of special 
notice, because many persons have the errone- 
ous impression that the $105,000,000 of fund- 
ing bonds unissued may be issued at the rate 
of 41g per cent. per annum, and the Secretary 


of the Treasury has received numerous letters 


urging that the bonds in question be issued at 
that rate. If the bonds are to be issued it 
would be better to make them 414 than 4 per 
cent., for the reason that the former are re- 
deemable in 1891, while the latter run to 1907, 


But the further issue for refunding purposes, 
of bonds authorized by the Funding act of 
1870 is confined by the act above quoted to 
those bearing interest at the rate of 4 per cent. 
per annum. : 

4t is believed, however, that under existing 
laws at least $150,000,000 of the maturing 
bonds may be practically refunded at 3 or 31¢ 
per cent., as the case may be, and that, too, 
independently of any money now in the 
Treasury and of the surplus revenue. Section 


4 of the act of Feb. 25, 1862, provides that the 
Secretary of the Treasury may receive from 
any person or corporation United States notes 
on deposit for not less than 30 days, for 
which deposits certificates shall be issued 
bearing 5 per cent. interest perannum. After 
10 days’ notice and the surrender of the certifi- 


rate, any depositor may withdraw his money 


thus deposited. The interest is made to ter- 
minate at the pleasure of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and the amount to be received on 
deposit is limited to $25,000,000. This limita- 
tion was removed by the acts of March 17 and 
Julyj11. 1862, and the amount increased and lim- 
ited to $50,060,000 and $100,000,000 respectively. 
These several acts were materially amended 
_ by the act of June 30, 1864, entitled “ An act to 
provide ways and means for the support of 
the Government and for other purposes.” 
the fourth section of that act provides “that 
the Secretary of the caearcrage A may authorize 
the receipt as a temporary loan of United 
States notes or the notes of national banking 
associations on deposit for not less than 30 
days, in sums of not less than $50, by any of 
the Assistant Treasurers of the United States 
or depositories designated for the purpose 
other than national banking associations, who 
sball issue certificates in such form as the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury shall prescribe, bearing 
interest not exceeding 6 per cent. annually, 
and payable at any time after the term of the 
ceposit and after 10 days’ subsequent notice, 
unless time and notice be waived by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury ; and the Secretary of the 
Treasury may increase the rate of interest on 
jeposits at less than 6 per cent. to that rate, or 
pn 10 days’ notice to depositors may diminish 
the rate of interest as the public interest may 
require, but the aggregate of such deposits 
shall not exceed $150,000,000. The section fur- 
ther provides that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ary shall hold in reserve for payment of such 
Jeposits United States notes not exceeding $50,- 
900,000, Under this law it is believed that the 
Treasury can borrow $150,000,000 at 3 Lor 
314g per cent., and apply the amount so 
borrowed to the payment of maturing bonds. 
It is estimated that for the 10 months ending 
Dec. 31, 1881, the surplus revenue will be about 
§100,000,000, and there is little doubt that 
#50,000,000 of the available cash now in the 
Treasury can be safely applied to the redemp- 
tion of maturing bonds, which would enable 
the Secretarv of the Treasury to redeem and 
cance] during the present calendar year about 
$150,000,C00 of the maturing bonds. The 
amount of cash in the Treasury that may be 
used to redeem bonds is placed - at the 
discretion of the Secretary by section 
2 of the Sundry Civil Appropriation 
act passed at the recent session of Congress, 
and which was incorporated in the bill on mo- 
tion of Senator Bayard. That section pro- 
vides ‘‘thet the Secretary of the Treasury 
may at any time, apply the surplus money in 
the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, or 
s0 much thereof as he may consider proper, to 
the purchase or redemption of United States 
bords.” Thus, with the ability to redeem 
§150,000,000 of the maturing bonds within the 
coming 10 months from available funds and 
anticipated revenue. and with the authority 
7% borrow $150,000,000 on certificates of 
deposit at the lowest possible rate of 
interest, nearly one-half of the aggregate 
of the maturing bonde can be taken care of 
without additional legislation and in a manner 
that would be profitable to the Government. 
The law authorizing the receipt of deposits as 
3 temporary loan has been brought to the at- 
tention of the President, and the latter be- 
lieves that under it the Treasury can redeem 
$150,000,000 of the maturing debt at a 
low rate of interest, and thus avoid issu- 
ing the remainder of the 4 per cent. 
long time funding bonds. It is probable that, 
as the proposed extra session has been practi- 
cally abandoned, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury will proceed, under authority of the sev- 
eral acts above mentioned, to provide for the 
maturing bonds, The money temporarily bor- 
rowed under the act of June, 1864, could be 
readily taken up with the proceeds of the sale 
of refunding bonds to be authorized at the 
next session of Congress. 
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AN EXTRA SESSION IMPROBABLE. 

WasHrncton, March 25.—The advocates 
of an extra session of Congress were moderate- 
ly sure that the Cabinet at its meeting to-day 
would reach a decision on the subject, and it 
was believed a call for a special session would 
be issued this evening. Although members of 
the Cabinet are very reticent, in pursuance of 


an understanding had at the beginning of 
President Garfield’s Administration that Cab- 
inet matters are not to be given to the press, 
it is ascertained on trustworthy authority that 
the extra session was not included among the 
topics considered to-day. This fact is gener- 
mo accepted as conclusive evidence that the 
President, having heard both sides, bas de- 
cided not to call a special session unless some- 
thing unlooked for occurs to render the assem- 
bling of Congress more of a necessity than he 
bas hitherto or now regards it. His re- 
Iuctance to issue a proclamation has 
been apparent from the first, and the 
delay in setting the matter at rest is ascribed, 
by one of his advisers, to ‘‘the President’s 
usual custom of listenine to every arzumen'

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NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
Wasarncton, March 25, 1881. 
The receipts from internal revenue to-day 


were $298,469 82, and from Customs $1,064,- 
870 61. 

The national bank ‘notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $218,000. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has author- 
ized the payment on the 28th inst., without re- 
bate, of the interest due April 1 on the 4 per 
cent. consols. ; 

No silver bullion will be purchased by the 
Treasury Department this week. All the bids 
offered, being in excess of what the department 
would pay, were rejected. 

By computations made at the Treasury De- 
partment, it appears that the rate of interest 
realized by purchasers of the recent French 
loan is equivalent to about 4 per cent. per an- 
num, 

The Department of State denies the report, 
which has recently been published, stating that 
Mr. Fish, the United States Chargé d’ Affaires 
at Berne, had been removed, and says Mr. 
Fish sent in his resignation early in February 
last, expressing himself at the same time as in 
full sympathy with President Garfield's Ad- 
ministration. 

The State Department, in a statement deny- 
ing a report that Commodore Shufeldt has 
been sent on a special mission to China for the 
purpose of organizing the Chinese Navy, says: 
**Commodore Shufeldt has just returned from 
a special cruise on the Ticonderoga, during 
which he visited Corea. As it seemed possible 
that circumstances might make it desirable to 
renew the effort to open commercial relations 
with Corea, it was deemed advisable to attach 
Commodore Shufeldt to the United States Le- 
gation at Peking, in order that the United 
States Minister there might have the benetit of 
his information and experience, should it be 
Gecided to take any futher action in the Corean 
matter.’ 


Information has reached the Treasury De- 


partment that Mr. Peter J, Ralph, formeriy 


Inspector of Steam-boats for the Eighth 
District, with head-quarters at Detroit, Mich., 
has been engaged in circulating through the 
express companies West a petition assailing 
the administration of the Supervising Inspec- 
tor-General of Steam-boats, with a view of 
making it appear that he is unpopular and 
should be removed. Mr. Ralph tendered his 
resignation as Local Inspector in 1877, under 
the pressure of a decision of the Solicitor of 
the Treasury that he had violated section 4,416 
of the statutes by owning an interest in a 
steam-boat. Ralph is one of a number of ap- 
plicants for the position of Supervising Inspec- 
tor-General of Steam-boats, now held by Gen. 
James A. Dumont, of New-York. 
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DELAWARE DEMOCRATIC TRICKS. 





A SCHEME WHICH WILL GIVE THE DEMO- 
CRATS SURE CONTROL IN WILMINGTON. 


Dover, Del., March 25.—As a last desper- 
ate move to secure absolute control of Wil- 
mington, the Democrats have prepared a meas- 
ure for the redistricting of the city, which is 
now pending in the House, with every likeli- 
hood of passing both branches of the General 
Assembly and becoming a law. The purpose 
of the bill is as shrewd as its introduction, in 
the face of great opposition, was bold, and if it 


passes the result will be to give the city to the 


Democrats at the next city election—a thing 
utterly impossible with the present condition 
of affairs—and to insure Democratic rule for 
years to come. With theexcuse of the addition 
of Browntown, a small suburban settlement, 
as the Eleventh Ward of the city, the 
bill has been brought forward in the 
face of the almost unanimous protest of 
the citizens and property-holders of that place, 
who give weighty reasons why they should 
not yet be embraced within the corporate lim- 
its. If the measure only stopped with the pro- 
vision for the addition of Browntown, the pro- 
test of the Browntown people would be the 
only reason why it should not pass. But it 
does not stop here. It goes much further, and 
constitutes an infamous scheme, which fully 
justifies the strong language of a Republican 
member, who, on the fioor, denounced it, when 
it was introduced a day or two ago, as ‘‘ the 
most damnable piece of political villainy ever 
heard or dreamed of, much less proposed to a 
Legislature to be acted upon.”’ 

The bill contemplates an entire change in 
the officers of the municipal elections. Those 
who were elected at the city election in last 
September to hold the election this coming 
Autumn are to be turned out, and an entirely 
new set, who are named in the bill, substi- 
tuted. ‘The city now contains 10 wards and 15 
election districts. In the Board of Inspectors 
there is one vacancy, leaving 14 election offi- 
cers, 70f whom are Republicans and an equal 
number Democrats. By this bill these will be 
legislated out, and, instead of this division po- 
litically, the Democrats will have 14 of the 17 
Inspectors which are provided for by the plan 
of redistricting. In other words, Democratic 
Inspectors will be named for the two new dis- 
tricts to be formed, for the district now 
vacant, and for four districts for which Re- 

ublican Inspectors were elected last year, 
eaving the Republicans only three Inspec- 
tors in wards which are already intensely 
Republican. It is hoped by this to carry the 
city without any trouble, for, with Democrats 
to take the votes and manipulate the returns, 
the more Democratic wards can be relied upon 
to give almost any majority desired. Further 
than this, by changing the boundaries of cer- 
tain wards, it is designed to make certain Re- 
publican Councilmen, who were elected for 
two years, and whose terms have only tairly 
commenced, non-residents. Their offices will 
by this be vacant, and a new election will be 
held, when Democrats can be elected, the 
wards having been made sure for Democratic 
majorities by the addition of portions of other 
districts which have never been known to elect 
a Republican. All this forms a plan which 
upon its face bears the impress of the mean- 
est political trickery, and it has been so 
shrewdly planned that no one can doubt that 
it will work just as its advocates intend.

THE BOURBON FILIBUSTERS 


NO PROSPECT OF A BREAK IN THE 
SENATE DEAD-LOCK. 


ANOTHER DAY SPENT IN USELESS TALK AND 
VOTES—MR. DAWES SUCCESSFULLY PAR- 
RIES DEMOCRATIC THRUSTS—WHY HE 


SUPPORTS MR. RIDDLEBERGER. 


Wasitneton, March 25.—Another day 
has passed and tha Democratic officers of the 
Senate seem to have as good a hold upon their 
seats as they had when the filibustering began. 
The session to-day continued for a little more 
than six hours. The Democrats, in the morn- 
ing, put forward Senator Johnston, of Vir- 
ginia, who made a speech in which he endeav- 
ored to explain the debt question in Virginia, 
and to present Senator Mahone and 
Mr. Riddleberger as repudiators. Among 
those who sat on the sofas on the 
Republican side were Mr. Riddleberger 
and other prominent Keadjusters. Mr. John- 
ston enriched his speech by several quotations 
from the newspapers, beginning with a column 
editorial from THE NEw-York TIMES, which 
he called the leading Repnblican paper of the 


United States. He maintained that the Re- 
publicans by nominating Mr. Riddleberger 
had indorsed that gentleman’s views in rela- 
tion to the payment of the State debt of Vir- 
ginia. The famous Riddleberger bill passed 
by the Virginia Legislature was read at‘length 
by the Clerk. Mr. Mahone was not in the 
chamber. Among the editorial utterances 
quoted by Mr. Johnston were some re- 
marks concerning the Virginia debt ques- 
tion trom the Providence paper which 
Senator Anthony is said to own. Senator 
Anthony was absent, and Senator Hawley 
declared that stockholders and proprietors of 
journals were frequently not responsible for 
the opinions expressed by their papers. He 
referred to some experience of his own in such 
matters, Mr. Burnside also came to his col- 
league’s rescue. Mr. Johnston persisted in 
asking Mr. Hawley if the santiments which 
had been quoted were not really those of Mr. 
Anthony, and Mr. Hawley at last re- 
marked that he could not answer for 
Mr. Anthony, but the sentiments were 
certainly very like his own. Mr. John- 
ston is not an eloquent speaker, and Mr, 
Riddleberger, who is said to talk very well, 
would probably have been very glad of a 
chance to reply to him. Mr. Hoar declared 
yesterday that the filibustering doctrine an- 
nounced by Mr. Brown was revolutionary and 
treasonable. Mr. Johnston, in the course of 
his remarks, said that the degrees of LL. D. 
and A. §. 8. ought to be conferred on Mr. 
Hoar for his discovery. When Mr. Hoar got 
the floor he handled Mr. Johnston without 
gloves because of this exhibition of cheap and 
vulgar wit 

The first filibustering motion was that of Mr. 
Pendleton for an executive session. There were 
10 pairs and the vote was 29 to 29, and, there- 
fore, the motion did not prevail. At the re- 
quest of Mr. Cameron, of Pennsylvania, Mr. 
Voorhees had paired with Mr. Mahone. Mr. 
Brown made another speech, in which he 
alluded to what he regarded asa bargain be- 
tween the Republicans and Mr. Mahone, and 
manifested great anxiety for the preservation 
of the honor of Virginia and the fair fame of 
the Republican Party. Soon after the 
voting began Mr. Ingalls took the chair, and 


the Vice-President {sat with the Republican 
Senators. 


in tie votes, and were lost. There was an 
amusing interchange of words between Mr. 
Beck and Mr. Dawes, in which the advantage 
sometimes lay with one and sometimes with 
the other. At last Mr. Beck referred to the 
resolution passed by the New-York Senate, 
thanking the President for the nomination of 
Judge Robertson, end asking for its prompt 
confirmation. In order that the Republican 
Senators might have a chance to comply, he 


moved an executive session. Mr, Conklin 
was notin the Chamber, but Mr. Platt smile 
at this allusion. He was talking with Gov. 
Foster, who is said to be here in the interest of 
Stanley Matthews. 

The most interesting colloquy of the day 
occured between Mr. Harris and Mr. Dawes. 
Mr. Harris asked Mr. Dawes if the nomination 
of Mr. Riddleberger was not a concession to 
Mr. Mahone. Mr. Dawes replied that he knew 
of no concession to any one. The names had 
been selected in the ordinary way. Mr. Harris 
was not satisfied. At last Mr. Dawes said that 
he supported Mr. Riddleberger because he was 
a man of ability and influence and ina position 
to exercise power for a cause in which the 
question of a free ballot was involved. ‘‘ Be- 
cause,” he continued, “he is determined 
that every man entitled to votein his State 
shall have the free, unembarrassed, and un- 
trammeled right to cast his vote and have it 
counted as he cast it.”” This characteristic, in 
his opinion, outweighed all others which might 
be less satisfactory. Mr. Harris wanted to 
know if he had heard of this characteristic 
through Mr. Mahone. ‘‘Suppose I did,’ re- 
plied Mr. Dawes, ‘‘I would take his word as 
soon as that of any Virginian whose heel is on 
the neck of the black man.” Mr. Dawes was 
very successful in his encounters with Mr, Vest 
and some other Senators. His remarks, referred 
to above, were applauded in the chamber and 
galleries, but some hisses came from the part 
of the gallery reserved for the families of Dem- 
ocratic Senators. Mr. Voorhees was enraged. 
He arose and denounced those who had ap- 
plauded in the galleries and elsewhere as a mob 
of office-seekers, whose venality was manifest- 
ed by their noise. He declared that they had 
brought with them their uncles, their cousins, 
and their aunts. Mr. Dawes reminded him 
that the galleries were for the use of the Amer- 
ican people, whose opinions would not be sup- 
pressed. 

At 5o’clock the number of votes had been 
reduced to 40, and when the roll was called 
soon afterward, there was no quorum. Six 
useless votes were taken with the Senate in 
this condition. At 6o’clock Mr, Bayard made 
a sensible and dignified appeal to Mr. Dawes 
for an adjournment, because nothing could be 
gained by remaining in session. He remarked 
that he had not broken his fast for nine hours. 
Many Senators were paired and many had 
gone home. Physical endurance was not a 
proper test for the Senate. Mr. Dawes admit- 
ted the force of the appeal, and the Senate ad- 
journed. Their are no signs that the Demo- 
crats will abandon their position.

PHILADELPHIA, March 25.—The Executive 
Committees of the Lehigh and Schuylkill Ex- 
changes held meetings this afternoon, and took 
action with regard to the prices for April. The 
Schuylkill Exchange committee adopted the fol- 
owing schedule of prices for coal delivered on 


board vessels at Port Richmond for points within 
the harbor: Hard white ash, lump and steam-boat, 
$4 GO; broken and egg, $4 35; stove, $4 45; chest- 
nut, $4 20; pea, $38 20. This is a decline of 25 
cents per ton on broken and egg, 35 cents 
on pea, and 15 cents on stove and chest- 
nut. Lump and steam-boat are unchanged. 
The line and city prices for white ash coal at

Schuylkill Haven were fixed as follows: Lump and 
steam-boat, $3; broken and egg, $275; stove and

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FINAL ADJOURNMENT AT TRENTON 


—— 


CLOSING SCENES IN THE LEGISLATURE—IM- 


PORTANT MEASURES PASSED AND KILLED. 

TRENTON, March 25.—The New-Jersey Legis- 
lature closed its session of 11 weeks’ duration at 
noon to-day. Little business was done in either of 
the houses this morning. The House had not been 
in session for over an hour before Mr. McDermott, 
of Hudson, strode half-way down the middle aisle 
and began a speech complimenting Speaker Van 
Duyne. He had been selected by his fellow-mem- 
bers to make the address, accompanying it with 
the presentation of a memor‘al to the presiding 
officer. At the given signal, Sergeant-at-Arms 
Brown, aided by one of his assistants, carried to a 
table which had been placed in front of Clerk 
Cooper’s desk a satin-lined case of polished oak, 
containing a tasteful silver set, with salver, coffee 
urn, teapot, &c. It was properly inscribed with 
the Speaker’s name. The gitt was a genuine sur- 


prise to Mr. Van Duyne, and he found it hard work 


to find words for a proper expression of his feel- 
ings, 

After the presentation the proceedings closed 
with a filibustering display on the part of the 
Democrats to defeat the passage of a bill that has 
a little story attached to it. A day or two ago Mr. 


Nichols, of Cumberland, introduced into the 
Senate a bill increasing the salary of Controller 
Anderson and State Treasurer Wright $1,000. The 
bill was opposed when called up for final passage 
by Mr. Youngblood, of Morris, and he succeeded 
in deferring action on it until last evening. Then 
it was passed, in spite of his protest, by a vote of 
12to5. But Mr. Youngblood seemed to have com- 
passed its defeat when, after its passage, he de- 
manded, under the rules, that it be held in the 
Senate 24 hours before being taken to the House 
for concurrence. President Hobart said it would 
be held, as required; and as the 24 hours 
would not have expired until after the 
final adjournment the defeat of the act 
seemed inevitable. This morning, however, Mr. 
Youngblood left his seat in the Senate to urge the 
passage by the House ot a billin which he was in- 
terested. During his absence some one called up 
the Salary bill. and moved a suspension of the rules 
to permit of its presentation to the House. The 
rules were suspended and the bill hurried across 
the hall. When Mr. Youngblood. on returning to 
the Senate, discovered what had happened, he was 
not a bit pleased, and made an address in which he 
told the Senators that though they had a right to 
do what they had done, it was very mean of 
them to have done it. Mr. Wilkinson called the 
bill up in the House. Mr. Potts moved the 
previous question on its final passage, to cut off 
Democratic filibustering. Mr. McDermott de- 
manded the yeas and nays on the motion for the 
previous question, and the Democrats had not fin- 
shed “explaining their votes” on the motion 
when the hour of final adjournment was declared 
and the bill was defeated. The House, led by the 
Speaker, marched. two and two, into the Senate 
Chamber, when the dissoiution of the Legislature 
of 1881 was formally declared by President Hobart. 

The Governor, a few days ago, filed, without ap- 
proval, the act for the appointment of a commis- 
sion of nine-to draft amendments to the State Con- 
stitution. The filing made the act law, but the 
Governor, who was required to make nominations 
under it, refused to act. This morning President 
Hobart and Speaker Van Duyne waited upon the 
Governor, and he changed his mind. He 
nominated the Hon. Leon_ Abbett, of Hud- 
son; Newton Conger, and John VT. Bird. 
President Hobart nominated Col. McKeon, 
of Camden, and Senator Gardner, of Atlantic. 
Speaker Yan Duyne nominated Barker Gummere, 
of Trenton, and Assemblyman Holmes W. Murphy, 
of Monmouth. President Hobart and Speaker Van 
Duyne are designated in the act as two of the 
Commissioners. Messrs. Gummere, Gardner, Con- 
ger, and the presiding officers of the two houses 
are Republicans. The other four Commissioners 
are Democrats. Leon Abbettis one of the most 
conspicuous Democrats in New-Jersey, and aman 
of large experience in State and public affairs. Mr. 
Conger was Secretary of State Kelsey’s predeces- 
sor, and enjoys the reputation of being one of the 
most accomplished lawyers in the State. Senator 
Gardner has, in the present Senate, proved his 
abundant capacitv for the work to which he has 
been assigned. Mr. Gummere is alsoa man of 
much public experience, and a lawyer of large 
practice. Mr. Bird is the ex-Congressman from the 
Fourth New-Jersey District. The commission will 
meet in Trenton in July. : 

Among the important laws enacted during the 
session are the General Reapportionment act; the 
act remodeling the system of collecting and redis- 
tributing the State school moneys; the Fire and 
Police Life Tenure bill; muking a writ of error a 
stay of execution in criminal cases; authorizing 
the Chanceilor to appoint an additional Vice-Chan- 
cellor; authorizing railroad companies to do a 
general public telegraphing business; giving 
the Secretary of State salary in place 
of fees; permitting husband and wife to 
testify at the trial of either for murder, if offered 
by the defendant; directing City Treasurers to re- 
fund overpaid interest on sewer and street assess- 
ments; authorizing financial boards in cities to 
make equitable settlements with delinquent tax- 
payers; prohibiting the employment of more than 
100 State prison convicts at any one branch of in- 
dustry; making the State _— supplles matters 
of competition; allowing husbands and wives to 
testify for or against each other or for themselves 
in divorce trials; requiring the Clerk in Chancery 
to give $50,000 bonds; authorizing cities to appoint 
Collectors of Tax Arrears; making the court, in 
cases of certiorari in tax assessment matters, 
judges of law and fact; prohibiting the exclusion 
of children on account of color, religion, or race 
from the public schools; authorizing the Court of 
Pardons to restore to civil rights. 

Among the more important bills that have failed 
of passage are: The General Railroad Condemna- 
tion bill; the two water bills; the Washington-Street 
Bridge bill; the General Local Option bill; enabling 
cities to sue for taxes; distributing the moneys 
paid by the railroad companies to the State in lieu 
of taxes among the cities proportionately in which 
their property is located; the general city and tax 
bills; taking away the civil jurisdiction of the Jus- 
tices in cities with District Courts; the bill fora 
popular constitutional convention; changing the 
tenure of the Riparian Commissioners, and creat- 
ing aseparate Insurance Bureau for the State.

ATTACKING THE SNOW BLOCKADES. 

CuicaGco, March 25.—Mr. Jeffrey, General 
Superintendent of the Illinois Central Railroad, 
who has been overseeing the struggle with the 
snow blockade in Iowa, has returned to this city, 
and gives in the Times, to-morrow, an interesting 
account of the hardships of ‘‘ bucking’ against 
the snow in the’ West. He says there was 
serious , trouble in procuring fuel for the 


engines. In some cases coal was hauled to them 
20 miles in sleds. When coal could not be had, he 
bought corn in the crib and used it for firing the 
engines. Some of the locomotives were unable to 
reach the water-tank for 14 days, and were kept 
alive by melted snow. In_ several places 
laborers refused to work for less than $2 
per day. At one place, Cherokee, where 
this occurred, bankers, merchants, physicians, 
lawyers, and citizens generally turned out in force 
and shoveled snow, rather than the company 
should submit to men who took advantage of its 
extremity to strike for an advance of %5 per 
cent. The Iowa line is now_ open, ut 
the cuts on the Wisconsin Division of 
the Chicago and North-western, between 
Howard, Ill.. and Janesville, Wis., are still ob- 
structed; gangs of men are working from both 
ends, but the progress is slow. Presuming that 
the Winter is at an end, the management is attack- 
ing with snow-plow, pick, and shovel the block- 
ade on the Dakota Division, which has existed 
since last October.

THE MURDER OF THE RUSSIAN 


SOVEREIGN. 


THE TRIAL OF THE ASSASSINS TO BEGIN 
NEXT WEEK—PROGREAMME FOR THE 
IMPERIAL FUNERAL—ST. PETERSBURG 
PRESS PROSECUTIONS, 


St. PeterspurG, March 25.—The trial of 
the assassins of the Czar will begin on the 30th 
inst. Ithas been decided to proceed against 
the woman Sophie Pieoffsky separately. Gen. 
Melikoff has ordered proceedings to be taken 


against the Russian newspaper the St. Peters- 
burg Gazette. 


The first prosecution under the revised press 
laws is announced. The author of the article 
in the Vedomosti, charging the administration 
with indolence and robbery, and society with 
cherishing illusions which led to the assassina- 
tion of the Czar, has been summoned by order 
of the Minister of the Interior to appear he- 
fore a Judge. 

The following is the programme of the fune- 
ral ceremonies of the late Czar: The persons 
‘invited to attend will assemble at 10:30 o’clock 
in the morning in the Cathedral of St. Peter 
and St. Paul. The coffin will be carried to the 
vault in the cathedral by the Emperor, the 
Grand Dukes, the members present of foreign 
reigning families, and the Chief Court digni- 
taries. A salute will be fired at the moment 
the coffin is lowered into the grave. After the 
ceremony the imperial insignia will be con- 
veyed back to the Winter Palace. 

,ONDON, March 25.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg says: ‘‘A telegram from Tiflis 
states that an attempt has been made to assassi- 
nate the Governor of Baku, an individual bav- 
ing fized a revolver through a window in his 
residence,” 

A Geneva correspondent says he hears on 
the best authority that the first letter to the 
Paris Intransigeant, purporting to come from 
Geneva, and giving the particulars of the as- 
sasination of the Czar was an amplification of 
a telegram sent from St. Petersburg to Paris 
worded in such a manner as to escape the no- 
tice of the Police.

THE LAND LEAGUE IN ENGLAND. 
A MFETING OF PARNELLITES IN LONDON— 


ORGANIZING THE MOVEMENT IN ENG- 
LAND AND SCOTLAND. 
Lonpon, March 25.—Mr. Parnell has is- 


sued a circular addressed to the leading mem- 
bers of the Home Rule Confederation of Great 
Britain, asking them to contribute funds 


toward cloaring off the debts of the confedera- 
tion. 


A meeting was held in London to-night, at 
which all the Parnellites were present, and 
over which Mr. Parnell presided, to organize 
aplan for the establishment of branches of 


the Land League throughout the country and 


to replace the Home Rule Confederation by a 
league organization. Mr. Parneil said it was 
desirable to form an organization in England 
and Scotland for the purpose of forwarding 
the objects of the Land League. It was not 
intended, he said, to compete with the Home 
Rule confederation, which would still remaii 


in existence. The English land question, he 
thought, was at present not ripe for settlement, 
but anything achieved in Ireland would favor- 
ably affect the laborers of England and 
Scotland. It wasimpossible for the Govern- 
ment to settle the Irish land question, but any 
proposals tending to ameliorate the condition 
of Irishmen would be accepted. By means of 
the proposed organization they could, as in 
America, educate public opinion in England 
and Scotland. Money, he said, is flowing 
from America to Ireland at the rate of £4,000 
weekly. 

A resolution was adopted to constitute a 
National Land League of Great Britain, with 
Mr. Justin McCarthy as President. A com- 
mittee was nominated for the purpose of fram- 
ing a plan of the organization. A resolution 
was also adopted that the objects of the or- 

anization will be to assist the Irish Land 

eague toreduce rack rents and to enable the 
Irish tenant farmers to become owners of 
their holdings on reasonable terms; that the 
best way to attain these objects is by taking 
practical steps to cultivate English public 
opinion.

ENGLAND AND THE AFGHANS. 


A VOTE SUSTAINING MR. GLADSTONE’S POL- 
ICY IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Lonpon, March 25.—In the House of 
Commons to-day the Kandahar debate was 
resumed. Lord George Hamilton (Conserva- 
tive) stated that no intimation had been re- 
ceived that Gen. Skobeleff’s policy was disap- 
proved. He regarded the announcement of 
Gen. Skobeleff’s recall as a mere parliamen- 
tary blind. Mr. Fawcett, Postmaster-General, 
in reply to Lord Hamilton, dealt principally 


with the financial aspect of the question. He 
strongly vindicated the policy of the Govern- 
ment. 

The Marquis of Hartington stated that the 
information of Gen. Skobeleff’s recall had not 
been received through the Russian Govern- 
ment. It was possible, he said, though im- 
probable, that disturbance and _ bloodshed 
would follow the British departure from Kan- 
dahar. But when was a transfer of a throne 
in Afghanistan unattended with disturbance? 
And was it any business of England to pre- 
vent it? The Marquis said: ‘The retention 
of Kandahar would expose us to perpetual 
quarrels and collisions with Russia, and if she 
interfered by military operations or diplomat- 
ically it would mean a rupture of her diplo- 
matic relations with England, and we should 
be free to take such measures as we thought 
necessary to protect our frontier and assist the 
Afghans to hold their independence.”’ 

Sir Stafford Northcote warned the Govern- 
ment that if thev left a difficulty arising from 
the evacuation to be settled by natural selec- 
tion it would be settled by Russian selection. 
The remarks of the other speakers were unim- 
portant. A vote was then taken, and Mr. 
Stanhope’s motion was rejected by a vote of 
336 to 246. The announcement of the result 
was greeted with loud cheers from the Liberals.

THE FINANCES OF INDIA. 
AN ESTIMATED DEFICIT oF £6,269,000— 
ENORMOUS WAR EXPENDITURES. 

CatcutTra, March 25.--Major Baring’s 
financial statement is published. In the years 
1879-80 it shows a deficit of £1,183,000. But 
for the war expenditure there would have been 
a surplus of £4,607,000. The deficit for the 
year 1880-81 is estimated at £6,269,000. In 
this year £2,000,000 contributed by England 
is reckoned as revenue, while the expenditure 
includes £4,000,000 which, under the old sys- 
tem, would have appeared in the following 
year’s estimate; also cost of frontier railways 
and £11,500,000 war expenses. The surplus 
for fthe year 1881-2 is estimated at 
£855,000. This estimate includes as revenue 
£3,000,000 contributed by England, and 
among the expenditures +£3,000,000 for 
expenses of the war and frontier railways, and 
£1,500,000 on account of the famine insurance 
fund, of which one-half is for protective 
works and one-half for the reduction of the 
sterling debt.;, The opium revenue is estimated 
at £6,500,000. The intention is announced of 
remitting home during the year 1881-2 the 
sum of £17,250,000, and of raising an Indian 
loan of £3,000,000.

‘ported a number of bills. Among them was 
Mr. Everett’s Putnam County bill providing 
for inspectors to watch the lakes and regulate 
the drawing of water from them.

Mr. Alvord, who was in the chair, ruled that, 
as debate arose, the resolution must go over 
‘*Who debates that resolution?’ demanded 
Mr. Browne. ‘‘ The Speaker,” replied Mr. Al- 
vord, and went on with the regular business. 
The Committee on Ways and Means, having 
got rid of the Supply bill, has had time to look 
at and report for consideration Mr. Low’s bill 
providing for the initial steps-in the. establish- 
ment of a park at Niagara Falls. This bill 
was before the Assembly last year. It was 
‘not then treated with the favor its merits en- 
titled it to receive. Some Democrats opposed 
it because Mr. Dorsheimer was named as a 
Commissioner. Some mistaken Republicans 
opposed it on account of the expense in which 
they feared the undertaking would involve the 
State. Between these forces came in the pro- 
prietors of two or three, perhaps fewer, mills 
that are on the ground proposed to be taken, 
and who will have nothing jess than the power 
of Niagara to run their {mill wheels, and:they 
succeeded in getting a majority of members 
against the bill. This year Mr. Dorsheimer’s 
name js not among those of the Commissioners 
named, and Mr. F. L. Olmsted having de- 
clined to serve, the name of Mr. Henry R. 
Pierson has been substituted for his. There is 
a good prospect of success for the bill, and Mr.

was one by Mr. C. H. Russell, Chairman of 
the Insurance Committee, providing for a 
standard form for fire insurance policies. Itis 
a copy of the Massachusetts act, and Mr. 


Russell believes it will be acceptable to 


all interests. It provides that companies may 
sag on or in its policies its name, locatian, 

ate of incorporation, paid-up capital stoci, 
names of officers and agents, number and dazeé 
of policy, and, if it be issued through an agent, 
the words, ‘‘ This policy shall not be valid untii 
countersigned by the duly authorized agent of 


the company.” _A company may print or use 
in its policies‘printed forms of description an¢ 


specification of the property insured. It may 
specify whether it insures against lightning, 
and print in its policies any provision which it is 
authorized by law to insert. It may also prini 
upon its policies the wérds ‘‘ New-York stand- 
ard policy.” It may also write or printon the 
margin, or write or print on separate slips 
or siders to : be attached, provisions adding 
.to or modifying those contained in the stand- 
ard form, the type to be used to be not smaller 
than long primer. The standard policy is to 
be plainly printed in type not smaller than 
long primer. Then follows the form, including 
specifications of the property not covered by 
policies, the term for which insurance is guar- 
anteed, the perils insured against, the matters 
making policies void, the obligations imposed 
upon assured plans to protect their property, 
the form of statement to be made by the as- 
sured in case of loss, the declaration of the 
company to pay losses within 60 days after 
proof, the apportionment of loss in case of 
other insurance, and other ordinary regula- 
tions. Neglect or refusal to make use of the 
«standard policy is made a misdemeanor pun- 
.ishable by fine.

James—occupied seats in the chamber 
near Mr. Strahan. Joseph BH. Choate 
one of the speakers at the New-York meeting, 
was also present. The bill was read through 
by the Clerk. Tho first amendment was pro.

There was, he said, a provision in the existing 
charter which was not affected by this bill, or 
by the proposed charter amendments, which 
prevented the expenditure of money beyond 
the amount appropriated in any year. But it 
was necessary that contracts should be made 
for a longer time than one year, owing to the 
large amount to be invested by contractors in 
street-cleaning machinery. Mr. McCarthy’s 
proposed amendment, requiring contractors to 
deposit 10 per cent, of the amount of their con- 
tract before beginning work, would simply 
drive out of the field all small contractors at 
the outset, and leave it to those only who were 
wealthy. In conclusion, Mr. Strahan moved 
to progress the bill, intending, as he said, 
when he gotinto the Senate to move to order 
it to a third reading. 

The motion prevailed, and in the Senate Mr. 
McCarthy moved to commit the bill, together 
with that portion of the charter relating to 
street-cleaning, to the standing Committee on 
Cities, with instructions to report on Tuesday 
morning next. Mr. Woodin hoped not; he 
thought the special committee that drafted 
the charter and had _ investigated the 
whole subject was the proper committee to 
refer it to. He moved an amendment to that 
effect, A long discussion ensued, Mr. Strahan 
insisting that there was no need to refer it

EQUITY IN ASSESSMENTS. 


ccbestiaibtieds 
A DECISION THAi PLEASES BOTH 
SIDES IN A LITIGATION. 

THE COURT OF APPEALS SAYS AN ERROR DOES 
NOT DESTROY AN ASSESSMENT—IT MAY, 
HOWEVER, REDUCE IT—EFFECT UPON 
DAY’S WORK IMPROVEMENTS. 

The decision which the Court of Appeals has 


rendered upon the petition of Benjamin W. Mer- 
riam for the vacation of an assessment imposed for 


_the construction of sewers in the Boulevard, Ninth- 


avenue, and Ninety-eighth, Ninety-ninth, and One- 
huncredth streets, {s one of the most important 
that that court has rendered for years, Cor- 
poration Counsel Whitney states that, by 
actual computation, » $4,000,000 of outstanding 
sewer assesments are affected by it, and that of 
these it susteins 70 per cent., on the average. If 
all the points made by Merriam’s counsel—Mr. 
James A. Deering—had been upheld, Mr. Whitney 
considers that almost every outstanding assess- 
ment would have been vacated. The main point 
raised by Mr. Deering has been ‘approved, but the 
court has refused to vacate entirely the assess- 
ment imposed upon Mr. Merriam, and has 
followed the equitable course of — reducing 
the assessment in the same_ proportion 
that the cost of the work affected 
by the error bears to the whole cost of the sewer. 
“The main question in the case was whether the 
form of contract under which sewers have been 
constructed for 20 years was legal under the law, 
in view of the fact that it contained a provision 
that rock excavation, wherever necessary in the 
construction of a sewer, would be paid for at a 
fixed price. The price was fixed at $4a cubic yard 
in recent years. The ordinances under which a 
public letting takes place have always provided 
that the specifications under;which the bid- 
ding is done should state the nature and 


extent of the work. It 1s impossible,-in mak- 
ing out the specifications, to determine exactly 
the amount of rock and the amount of earth which 
will be met in the excavations for a sewer. In 
view of this fact, and in order to put all tne bidders 
upon arequality in that regard, Mr. A. W. Craven, 
when he was at the head of the Croton Aqueduct 
Board, 25 years ago, determined to fix a fair price 
at which rock excavation would be paid for. In- 
genious assessment lawyers took the point in 1877 
that this provision was in violation of the ordi- 
nance which required that ‘the nature and extent 
of the work, as far as_ possible,’ should be 
stated. The Court of Appeals held, in two 
cases, that it was a_ substantial error, 
and ground for the vacation of an 
assessment. These decisions, if valid, vacated 
every sewer assessment outsanding for work done 
prior to about 1877. The contracts were then 
changed, and subsequently the rock was _ bid for, 
and the quantities estimated in the specifications. 
The main contention of the City inthe Merriam 
case Was that the assessment should not be vacated, 
put should be reduced inthe proportion that the 
cost of the rock excavation was to the whole cost 
of the work in any particular case. This claim was 
based upon the ground that an act, passed in 1870, 
authorizing the reduction of anassessment, instead 
of its vacation, where the effect of an alleged error 
could be estimated in dollars and cents, was still in 
force. The Court of Appeals now holds that this 
act has not been repealed. and is in force, and it 
orders the reduction of the assessment by the 
amount of the rock. excavation. To have 
this reduction made it remands the case 
to the Supreme Court, Special Term, where 
it was originally tried, and where an order was 
made for the vacation of the assessment. The 
order of the Special Term was aifirmed by the 
General Term, and the appeal from it was by the 
City. It will be seen that by this decision of the 
Court of Appeals the assessments which were 
wholly vacated on account of error by two prior 
decisions of the same court are rehabilitated so 
far as the error did not affect their justice.’’ Corpo- 
ration Counsel Whitney considers thisa fair and 
equitable disposition of the cases. 

In the course of its decision the Court of Appeals 
determines a number of other propositions, and 
these determinations are even more importent 
than that with regard to rock excavation. ‘The act 
of 1865 authorized a general plan for the construc- 
tion of sewers throughout the City. and it has since 
been the practice in the Department of Public 
Works to keep a general aceount of the expendi- 
tures for engineers’ and surveyors’ fees, and to 
charge upon each assessmnt list a certain percent- 
age of them, which percentage has been determined 
by averages, and the experience of the head of 
the bureau in which the account is kept.» It was 
claimed on the argument that this practice was in 
violation of law; that the particular sum expended 
by the City for the surveying, &c., foreach sewer 
should have been kept as a separate account and 
charged in the assessment, and that, therefore, the 
entire assessment should be vacated. The court 
cecides that the practice was proper, and 
was followed in the interest of poperty-own- 
ers. Since 1866 the City has bought in quantity 
the pipe necessary for sewers, and has made it 
incumbent upon contractors to buy the pipe from 
it at a fixed price. This system was denounced as 
illegal, but the court sustains it In view of the need 
to have the sewer-pipes uniformin make. In the 
opinion of the court it is not only a legal, buta 
wise, method. Another point raised on behalf of 
the petitioner Merriam affected not only sewer 
cases, but almost al! other street improvements for 
Which assessments have been imposed for 
a quarter of a century. Jt was as; to 
the power reserved to “the head of 
a department to increase or decrease quantities of 
work mentioned ina contract. It was urged that 
this power could be abused, and that by collusion 
between the public officer and a bidder it could be 
used during the prosecution of work to effect 
frauds. The court sustains the argument on be- 
half of the City that this reservation was such aone 
asa private person would insist unon before be- 
ginning any important work. The ffext important 
point settled by the Court of Appeals is that the 
Board of Assessors was properiy constituted to 
pass upon assessment lists, notwithstanding that 
one of its members—the late Recorder Hackett— 
was not able to attend its meetings. 

Speaking of this case and its results last evening, 
Corporation Counsel Whitney said: ‘ Feeling that, 
substantially, the entireamount of the outstanding 
assessments were at stake in the decisions then re- 
cently rendered by the Court of Appeals, I gave 
special attention to the subject last Summer. Mr. 
James C. Carter was first employed in the prepara- 
tion of the case. He speht about a month of severe 
labor upon it, and then decided that he must give it 
up on account of the iabor involved and the condi- 
tion of his heaith. 1 then employed Judge Comstock, 
who came to New-York and took the papers. Af- 
ter returning to Syracuse, he was called into 
the trial of an important~ case, and he 
returned the papers to me, stating that he was un- 
able to give the time and attention to the matter 
that it required. It was necessary that the case 
should be argued two or three weeks thereafter. I 
then employed Senator Conkling. It was immedi- 
ately after the election. He gave substantialiy his 
entire time for three or four weeksto the examina- 
tion of the cases and preparation for the argument. 
Upon the argument he used his own memoranda, 
which were elaborate and exhaustive, and exhib- 
ited thorough understanding of the case. 

He was particularly successfulin a review of the 
history of the legislation and the maintenance of 
the proposition that the proceeding was intended 
as an equitable one, in which technicalities should 
not prevail. The occasion was favorable for the 
general reconsideration and review of the subject- 
matter of assessments and of proceedings for their 
vacation. it had been the policy of the lawyers 
engaged in the vacation of assessments to 
select for presentation to the court the 
few cases in which injustice and hardship ap- 
peared as being perpetrated upon the property- 
owners, and, by repeated appeals to sympathy, the 
tendencies of the court had gotto be toward the 
vacation of assessments upon almost any technical 
ground. A single hard case, involving a small 
sum, established a principle which would be appli- 
cable in many and important cases where no iujus- 
tice had been perpetrated atall. The Legislature 
at its last session, upon the application of the City 
officials mainly, passed an act authorizing a com- 
mission, consisting of the then Mayor, Controller, 
Commissioner of Public Works, and two property- 
owners, to review all outstanding assessments 
and readjust them upon principles of equity an 
justice, whether valid or invalid as to technical 
details. This bill was secured against the very 
strenuous opposition of the assessment lawyers. 
The officials at that time—Mr. Cooper, Mr. Camp- 
beil, Mr. Kelly, and the Corporation Counsel—ap- 
peared together before the committees of the Legis- 
lature, and urged the passage of the bill as an act 
of justice to the property-owners, and a8 a neces- 
sary preliminary step toward the sustaining of the 
assessments in the courts. Having obtained the 
passage of this bill, the City was in a position to 
urge that the assessments should be sustained, and 
that injustice, if any had been perpetrated in the 
matter, could be remedied before the commission 
named in the act. 

Mr. James A. Deering, the counsel for Mr. Mer- 
riam and the other property-owners interested 
with him, said last evening that the proposition 
most strongly contended for by the City on the 
argument was that a mere failure on the part of its 
officers to observe the lew did not entitle a 
property-owner to have his assessment vacated 
unless he could show that it was the result of 
fraudulent coliusion. The Court of Appeals re- 
fused to take this view, and held that proof of 
violation of the City charter and of law 
in regard to competition 
vacate the assessment to the extent which 
it was-affected by the violation. Proof of fraud and 
prejudice resulting from it, he sald, was held by 
the court to be unnecessary. ‘‘In thé present 
case,” said Mr. Deering, ‘the uniawful charges 
amount to seven-tenths of the total cost, and this 
is regarded asa fair average case. Besides, while 
seven-tenths of the principal is vacated, the entire 
accrued interest is also removed. The Citv retains, 
therefore, but about one-seventh of the present lien.” 
Mr. Deering also said that he regards the decision 
as wide-reaching. “The vrerks done by ‘day’s 
work,’ he said, ‘‘have been the most costly, and 
the cause of the heaviest City assessments. These 
include the Boulevard, St. Nicholas-avenue, and 
Sixth and Seventh avenues assessments did those 
for many intersecting streets, for which it 1s esti- 
mated $6,000,000 have been spent and assessed. No 
portion of these works was submitted to 
competition, but the men were employed by 
the day, and the material purchased upon 
‘orders.’

THE KILLING OF DE YOUNG. 


—_~»>———- 
WHY ISAIAH M. KALLOCH WAS ACQUITTED— 
WHAT SAN FRANCISCO JOURNALS SAY. 

San Francisco, March 25.—It has been 
ascertained that the deliberations of the jury 
in the Kalloch case were mainly regarding the 
six-shot theory of the defense, and that self- 
defense alone was the ground of the verdit, 
transitory mania being rejected. 

The Chronicle treats the verdict in the Kal- 
loch case very briefly this morning to the 
effect that the jury preferred the testimony of 
perjured and characterless witnesses to that of 
reputable citizens, and that the verdict is a 
blot on the fair fame of California. The Call 


considers that the verdict was rendered on gen- 
eral principles, the jury permitting occurrences 
previous to the shooting of De Young to in- 
fluence its decision, and that the methods and 
character of journalism which have caused so 
much scandal in the city were condemned when 
Kalloch was acquitted. The Alta, while re- 
viewing the history of the case, forbears at 
present any comment on the verdict, but 
deprecates the street scenes following 
the acquittal, and hopes’ the whole 
affair will be relegated to the dead 
past. The Bulletin’s article tacitly assumes 
that the verdict was not in accordance with 
the evidence, and that extenuating circum- 
stances should have been made the ground for 
Executive clemency rather than acquittal. The 
Fost considers the verdict contrary to the pre- 
ponderance of trustworthy evidence, denies 
that the question of personal journalism fig- 
ured in the case, and denounces the demon- 
stration following the acquittal, and holds the 
result an assault upon the foundation of social 
order. 


THE DEFENSE OF KALLOCH. 

Isaiah M. Kalloch testified in his own behalf 
on the Thursday before his acquittal on the charge 
of murdering Charles De Young in San Francisco. 
In his direct examination he said: 

“When I left the Mayor’s office I had no more 
idea of shooting Charles De Young than I had my- 
self. I had left the office with the intention of see- 
ing him, but had no thought of personal violence or 
revenge against him, and if Mr. De Young had met 
me in the same spirit in which I met him he would 
have been living to-day, so far as any act of mine is 
concerned. My father had told me the day before, 
I think, that some of his friends were advising him 
to seek some sort of compromise measures with 
Mr. De Young, whereby any extra personal con- 
duct of the case of the people against Mr. De Young 
by him might be suspended, or some arrangement 
made whereby Mr. De Young might cease his at- 
tacks through the newspaper or otherwise upon 


my father. He told me that J. L. Murphy, the Citv 
and County Attorney, had asked his authority for 
an interview with Mr. Lloyd, as Mr. De Young's 
attorney, looking to the object of which I have 
just spoken; he told me it would _ be little use, 
and I gathered from what he said that he did not 
think favorably of it. I urged him with every 
argument of which I had any knowledge and I 
could use to seek compromise measures with Mr. 
De Young, if he could, to put an _ end, at any cost 
of personal pride to himself or his family, to the 
troubles which had been disturbing the commu- 
nity, and which had made the life of the family of 
which lam amember very unhappy. I had every 
reason to be very desirous that such measures 
should be successful. I presume that it is no more 
than just that I should mention some of them. My 
mother’s health had well nigh broken down by her 
trouble during father’s troubles and his attacks 
upon him and his sickness, She was in a precari- 
ous condition of life, largely owing to that. She 
was constantly anxious and worrying that attacks 
would be renewed upon father, and perhaps end 
more disastrously than the one betore. On her ac- 
count I was exceedingly anxious that there should 
be no open renewal of violent hostilities. While 
Mr. De Young was in the East we were 
constantly in the receipt of letters warning us 
that he was intending to open again a very vio- 
lent attack upon father. The letters contained 
reports of denunciatory language upon his part re- 
garding my father, and that was a constant source 
of anxiety. I believe that mother’s and father’s 
lives were gradually failing; that he could not sur- 
vive the worry and the work of such another expe- 
rience as he had undergone. Mother knew and I 
knew, although we wouid not admit it, that he was 
becoming weaker and fainter. Ihave seen him goto 
bed about 6or7 o’clock perfectly exhausted. I knew, 
furthermore, that the result of such an attack that 
we supposed Mr. De Young would make upon him 
would end in his death. He had already attempted 
his murder, and I had no idea that he would fail to 
accomplish it the second time. That he would not 
have such a miraculous escape as he once had, as I 
knew his disposition, that he would retaliate. 
I knew if he was assaulted ho would’'in some 
way retaliate. Taking all these things together, 
I had every reason to be exceedingly anxious 
that any measures of compromise which could 
be inaugurated should succeed, even at the cost 
of a good dealof pride. Iwas in this frame of 
mind when father told me of the contemplated 
interview between Mr. Murphy and Mr. De Ydéung’s 
attorney. Iwas very much gratified when father 
told me of it; and I urged father, giving such rea- 
sons as I have a. mentioned, to authorize Mr. 
Murphy to have it. I believe next morning he told 
me hehad authorized him. I had no feeling of 
personal animosity, no feelings or intention of vio- 
lence or revenge against Mr. De Young at that 
time. Iwas very much exasperatedafew days 
after my father was shot. There were circum- 
stances which made it impossible that I should be 
otherwise. I left my home under very painful cir- 
cumstances, expecting to hear whenever I could 
et access to a telegraph office, that he was dead, 
eaving my wife sick athome. Ihad traveled all 
night from Sonora to be in time to catch the train 
from Stockton, and [reached the city very much 
excited and exhausted. But while it would not 
be true for me tosayI had no angry feelings 
toward the man who had attempted the assassina- 
tion of my father, Ican safely say Icherished no 
ideas of personal violence or revenge against the 
man, When I received the pamphlet Friday after- 
noon, I supposed it to be the result of what he had 
gathered up in the East, for I knew he had been 
engaged in the work there, and I knew then that 
if such a publication should be put into general 
circulation it would be a renewal of the hostilities 
in the ola wav, which would certainly bring some 
act of retaliation from my father, which would be 
followed by fatal results. I determined then that 
if Icould I would see Mr. De Young that even- 
ing, and, if possible, say something to him that 
might have the effect of withdrawing the pamphiet 
from circulation {if any had been put fin circu- 
lation, or keeping it out of circulation if it 
had not yet been distributed. My object was 
peaceable as one peaceful man’s object could 
be toward another in desiring to see him that 
night. I thought I might possibly say some- 
thing which would have the effect of making 
a successtul termination of the measures for a 
compromise w.ich Ithonght he then had under 
consideration. JI had noother object inseeing him. 
When I went into the Chronicle office, on the cor- 
ner of Bush and Kearney, Mr. De Young saw me 
as lentered the door. He was nearly facing me, 
and without an instant’s pause he drew_his pistol 
upon me, and ifIhad not acted with the utmost 
speed would have killed me in my tracks I have no 
doubt. His appearance was maievolent, and know- 
ing what I did of the man—of the attempt he had 
made to kil! my father, and the frequent threats I 
had heard of him against me and my father and 
family, I did not hesitate very long. The result 
that followed, fatal that it was, was attributable to 
himself, and not to any violent or revengeful in- 
tentions upon my part when I entered the office. 
Of what occurred in the office after that lam not 
a competent witness, and I can’t say anything 
about it.”

THE ARKANSAS AMENDMENT, 

Some excitement has been caused in Arkan- 
sas by the discovery of the fact that the Fishback 
repudiating amendment was not entered in the 
minutes of the Legislature which submitted 
it to the vote of the people. On this 
point a committee of the late Legislature made a 
report in which they say: ‘ Your committee would 
further report that, from the best evidence before 
them, they believe tho proceedings of the 1ith, 
12th, and 13th of March, 1879, were written on the 
Journals of the Senate after the adjournment of 
that body by Louis F. Kretschmar, the Secretary for 
that session, and who, according to his own testi- 
mony before them, was bitterly opposed to the 
amendment and voted against it at the September 
election, A. D. 1880. We were unable to obtain 


from Mr. Kretschmar any direct or satis- 
factory statement as to whether he had com- 
municated the fact of the omission of the 
resolution from the Journals to others or not, and 
when asked direct questions, wou!d make evasive 
replies, or state that he did not recollect. We find, 
however, from the testimony of Gen. H. King 
White, that Kretschmar told him within a week 
after the adjournment of the Senate that when the 
amendment fellows found out what he knew they 
would be very mad, and Gen. White states that he 
clearly meant that something was wrong with the 
Journals in regard to this matter: and he further 
testifies that during the session of the last State 
Democratic Convention the statement of Kretsch- 
mar to him in regard to the matter caused him to 
investigate the Journals for himself, and he then 
found that the amendment was not entered as the 
Constitution required it to be. * * * In conclu- 
sion, your committee ask to call attention to the 
fact that the Supreme Court of the State of Kansas, 
having a similar constitutional provision as our 
own State, have held that if a proposed amend- 
ment ba properly advertised, and receives a ma- 
jority of the votes, as the law requires, that the 
omission from the Journal does not affect its valid- 
ity, the provision being merely directory, and could 
not prevent its incorporation into the organic law 
of the State.” .

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NO CAUSE FOR COMPLAINT 


TERMINAL CHARGES WHICH S8UI1T 
THE MERCHANTS. 

WHAT AN ASSEMBLY INVESTIGATING COM- 
MITTEE WERE TOLD—ELEVATOR MEN 
WHO ARE FAIR AND MODERATE—HAR- 
BOR-MASTERS WHO DO THEIR DUTY. 

The sub-committee of the Legislative Com- 
mittee on Canals authorized to investigate ter- 
minal charges at Buffalo, Oswego, Brooklyn, and 

New-York, held their first session in the Board of 

Managers’ rooms of the Produce Exchange yester- 

day. There were present Messrs. Hurd, Holt, Van 

Beuren, Tuomey, Root, Evans, and Goodman. 

They began taking testimony at 11 A. M., and did 

not adjourn until after 5 P. M., except to partake 

of a lunch provided for them by the Produce Ex- 
change at Delmonico’s, in the course of which, in 

a short speech, ChairmaniHurd said that the Legis- 

lative tendency is in the direction of free canals, 

The first witness called was Mr. Joseph M. Hazle- 

tine, President of an elevator company. He said 

that there is a storage capacity in the Brooklyn ele- 
vators of 16,500,000 bushels, and in the New-York 

Central elevator in this City of 2,500,000 bushels. 


Rebates had sometimes been given from the pres- 
ent charges, which were fixed several years ago, 
when the canal tolls were reduced. Thisreduction 
was met by the elevator men. A tacit understand- 
ing exists as to rates, but there is no association.) 
The competition is sometimes very severe. When: 
rebates are given business is done ata loss. Ele- 
vating could not be done at less than the present 
rates.~ The charges here are less than at Chicago, 
St. Louis, Detroit, Buffalo, Toledo, Baltimore, Bos- 
ton, and Philadelphia. The New-York weighers 
are very accurate—more so than those of other 
cities—and in this way large shortages are often 
discovered. It isnot customary to charge canal- 
boat men with shortage whether it occurs or not. 
Canal-boat Captains are in the habit of stealing 
grain to feed their horses with. A shortage of 
half a bushel in 1,000 bushels is always allowed. In 
the Brooklyn elevators last year the shortage was 
four bushels 1n every 8,000. The witness’s company 
elevated Jast year 14,000,000 bushels—about 35 per 
cent. of all that passed through the Brooklyn ele- 
vators. Of that less than one-quarter was *‘ blown” 
to keep itfrom heating, for which an extra fee is 
charged. From May to October last year the eie- 
vator men were constantly cutting rates, and the 
business of the year was unprofitable in conse- 
quence. Norates were charged above the sched- 
ule. There are 19 storage and 40 floating elevators 
in New-York and Brooklyn. During the greater 
portion of the year half of them could do all the 
business of the port. 

While Mr. Hazletine was testifying, W. C. Clark, 
representative of the canal-boat men, took a seat 
by the Chairman of the committee and prompted 
him continually. Mr. Franklin Woodruff, who was 
present, arose and objected, but without effect. 
Subsequently, Mr. Hazletine, being asked if he had 
ever had any trouble with canal-boat men, an- 
swered ‘yes, once, with the man who is si'ting by 
the Chairman,” (indicating Mr. Clark.) The wit- 
ness went on to say that Clark had demanded 
higher rates than he had at first agreed totake, and 
had acted .in such an extraordinary way that his 
boat had to be removed by the Sheriff, and it was 
in contemplation to put Clark himself into an 
asylum for the insane. Mr. Woodruff was the sec- 
ond witness. He corroborated Mr. Hazletine gen- 
eraliy. He estimated that between $8.000,000 and 
$12,000,000 is invested in storage elevators and 
$5,000,000 to $6,000,000 in floating elevators in this 
City and Brooklyn. He thought that canal-boats 
ought to be placed upon the same footing in regard 
to wharfage dues as other vessels. Now they pay 
but 50 cents a day when loaded and 80 cents when 
not loaded, no matter what their tonnage. 

Mr. A. R. Gray, lighterage, was then called. He 
considered the present canal-boat district—from 
Pier No. 2 to Pier No. 10 East River—entirely in- 
adequate, and said it should be extended to Wall- 
street. He charged that Starin’s line 1s in the 
habit of throwing barges across the front of slips 
for the purpose of keeping the latter free for 
their own boats, and insinuated that the Harbor- 
masters: re bribed to wink at this. He could see 
no reason for the existence of the fee of $1 25 a 
year now paid to Harbor-masters by canal-boats. 
The presence of two Harbor-masters is, he said, 
necessary in the canal district from 7 A. M.to 7 
P. M., but these officers go to work at 11 A. M. and 
knock off at 3 P. M., and often cannot be found at 
all. This witness presented a schedule showing the 
elevator charges at this port from 1860 to the pres- 
ent date. It shows a gradual increase to 1875, when 
a reduction was made from 75to 50 cents per 100 
bushels. 

Ex-Harbor-master John W. Tyler and Harbor- 
master Henry A. Barnum then took the stand in 
succession and denied Mr. Gray’s aspersions upon 
them and their confréres. They said that but 
$2,751 57 had been collected from canal-hoats during 
1880, and this was divided eaually between the 11 
Harbor-masters and the Captain of the Port—one- 
twelfth to each. But 1,700 out of between 3,000 
and 4,000 boats paid the fee. The oftice bours of the 
Harbor-masters are from 9 A. M. to 4 P. M., 
and during the rush season they very often remain 
on duty to 7, 8and 9 o’clock at night. | No partial- 
ity is shown to any vesse!-owner. Gen. Barnum said 
that he had often been tempted by extra fees, but 
had refused them, Formerly, such offers were 
potent, but at the present day the board are 
anxious only to perform their duty by facilitating 
commerce in every Nae! in their power. The com- 

laints made against them arose from misappre- 
1ensions Owing to the variable depth of water in 
different slips or from other causes. The Harbor- 
master might have a birth suitable for a vessel of 
200 tons and none for one of 2,000 tons, The latter 
would have to wait in consequence, aithough she 
might have applied first. In the canal district one 
line which does all the towing makes up daily a 
tow fér up the river. Barges arriving ;mean- 
time sometimes moor to the end of the 
pier while waiting, and the tide has swung 
them across the entrance, but this Is never done 
for the purpose represented by Mr. Gray. The 
Harbcr-masters have no authority to order canal- 
boats or barges out of the slips from May 20 to 
Nov. 20. In response to an inquiry, Gen. Barnum 
gave it as his opinion that it would not be wise to 
tax the people of the State for services rendered 
mainly to foreigners, but that he cou!d see no ob- 
jection to paying Harbor-masters a fixed compen- 
sation, provided the State should collect harbor 
fees. He spoke earnestly in defense of the office, 
which he claimed to be of the highest importance 
to commerce. Should it abolished, vessel-owners 
would be compelled to return to the old system, 
when every packet-boat carried a fighting crew. 
Speaking of the United States Supreme Court de- 
cision of 1876 against the validity of Harbor- 
masters’ fees, the witness said that all that was de- 
cided wasthat the current method of leyying ton- 
nage dues was uncoiistitutional. 

Mr. Alexander E. Orr, of David Dows & Co., was 
the next witness. He testified that the receivers of 
grain consider the rates at present charged for ele- 
vating moderate and fair. What the merchants 
wantis a uniform rate. They do not desire any 
Legislative interference which will hinder New- 
York from competing with other competitive 
points. There are 2,700 members of the Produce 

‘xchange, all interested in the transportation of 
American produce fromthe West to the sea-board 
more than in anything else. and tney could be 
trusted not to put up with imposition at the hands 
of 80 elevator-owners. They want to be allowed 
todo business jn their own way, which is the 
cheapest way. The witness believed that they are 
now getting as good service at as lowarate as 
possible. If the rates should be fixed by law below 
a profitable point, that would injure New-York 
through a stoppage of elevation, and in 
the near future, owing to the con- 
tinual enormous increase of acreage grown and 
of demand from abroad, increased facilities for 
storage will be needed. The sea-board city that 
knows enough to take care of this increased busi- 
pess will get it. On the subject of shoriage the 
witness testified that the bills ef lading now in use 
provide foracertain allowonce to the canal-boat- 
man, which he charges forin freight. Tnis was the 
result of an arrangement between the merchants 
and the boat-owners, made necessary by the large 
shortages which were constantly occurring and 
the innumerable suits in which they resulted. A 
similar arrangement provided for a fair demurrage 
allowance to the boatmén. Noshortage is charged 
unless it occurs, and if there is a surplus the boat- 
man is paid for it. In conclusion, Mr. Orr took 
pleasure in testifying that of late years the Harbor- 
masters had been of very great assistance to com- 
merce at this port. He did not believe that it could 
be carried on in the absence of somesuch system. 

Mr. Charles D. Hickox, of Hughes & Hickox, sus- 
tained Mr. Orr’s assertions as to the moderation 
and fairness of the present charges for elevating at 
this port. He wasaiso opposed to Legislative inter- 
ference inthe matter. ‘ihe committee will sit to- 
day at10 A.M. At 1P. M.. by invitation of the 
Exchange, they will take atrip around the harbor 
for the purpose of inspecting the elevator system.

CONSUL: ROOSEVELT’S TROUBLES. 
a ae 
THE STATE DEPARTMENT’ EXPLAINS THE 
CHARGES AND EXONERATES THE CONSUL. 
WASHINGTON, March 25,—The State Depart- 
ment furnishes the following statement regarding 
the recently published report reflecting upon Mr. 
Roosevelt, United States Consul at Matanzas, and 
a gentleman named Drake. The report was to the 
effect that a number of Americans arriving at that 
place were swindled by those gentlemen out of $5 
each for reissuing their passports to them, although. 
the same were good forsix months. The charge 
being reported groundless by the Consul, the De- 
partment of State feels called upon to recite the 


particulars. The case isthusstated: ‘On March 
¥ the steamer Western Texas arrived at Matanzas, 
from New-York, via Nessau. From the lat- 
ter place she brought an excursion party 
of some 30 persons, each of whom was provided 
with a passport issued by the Spanish Consul at 
Nassau. Itiserule of the colonial Government 
that all passports entering Cuba must be viséd by 
the proper Police authorities, for which no charge 
is eXacted; but cn departure from the island a 
visitor ee aoe to $4, according to 
ths length of his stay. To persons unacquainted 
with the Spanish language the formality of obtain: 
ing thé passport after the entrance visé is often 
tedious and annoying, and on the occasion in ques: 
tion a number of the passengers employed a 
clerk of the consignees of the steamer by which 
they arrived, Mr. Luis Drake, to transact the 
business for the entire party.

The Gove 
ernor, being naturally indignant, immediate- 
ly  ordere an investigation. wherein it 
was clearly shown that it was a- private 
transaction. ‘This, however, was not satisfac- 
tory to the passengers, several of whom 
called on Mr. Reosévelt and expressed some- 
what strong opinions as to what they thought 
he ought to do in the matter, and regarding his 
failure to undertake what they had of their own 
volition imposed on Mr. Drake. Mr. Roosevelt ap- 
pears to be supported by the Consul-General at 
Havana, who remarks that the business of obtain- 
ing visés is usually attended to by hotel clerks and 
runners, and does not require the intervention of a 
consular officer; but he adds that it is a question 
about which all travelers should inform themselves 
before leaving for Cuba, as a good deal of trouble 


often occurs.”

FOREIGN BUSINESS INTERESTS. 
—<s_——- 
FEATURES OF THE LEADING MARKETS DUR- 
ING THE WEEK. 

Lonnon, March 25.—Bosdet, Forman & Co., 
merchants and chemical agents at No. 59 Mark- 
lane, E. C., have failed. Their liabilities are stated 
at £40,000. 

The Manchester Guardian, in its commercial ar- 
ticle this morning, says: “Although prices are un- 
changed, the de-ire to sell is rather increasing. 


There is some little demand for China, but the 
other departments show uninterrupted dullness. 
In the home trade the demand for cloth is scarcely 
so good as it was last week.”’ 

In Mincing-lane the advance in coffee has not 
been maintained in all cases, but colory pianta- 
tion Ceylon closes about 1s. per hundred- 
weight higher. A few parcels of new crop East 
India realized firm rates: Brazilian and other 
foreign descriptions were unsettled. The stock of 
coffee here now is 4,100 tons less than at the same 
date last year. The supply of Ceylon and East In- 
dia afloat is relatively small because of short crops. 
Several cargoes of Burmah rice for early ship- 
ment sold at the current low rates. The ar- 
rivals of sugar off-coast have been numer- 
ous and the market generally slow. The 
late artial speculative inquiry for low 
brown East India has subsided. As the stock of 
West India keeps smali, importers obtain full rates. 
Crystallized was steady. Refined was less firm in 
London, but dearer on the Clyde. Tea continues 
depressed. Some China at auction favored buyers. 
Indian was practically unchanged. Theoperations 
in tea were probably restricted in view of the possi- 
bility of analteration in the duty. Pepper was 
higher. Zanzibar cloves have fallen nearly Wd. 
per pound. 

LiveRP>jon, March 25.—A leading grain circular 
says: ‘*Grain has been quieter in all departments.

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC 


FIGHTING IN THE COURTS FOR ITS 
CONTROL. 

A QUESTION AS TO ITS PACIFIC COAST TER- 
MINUS—MOVEMENT BY THE VILLARD 
SYNDICATE TO RESTRAIN THE ISSUE OF 
STOCK. ° 


The controversy as to what parties shall 
control the Northern Pacific Railroad Company, 
and who shall determine whether its terminus on 
the Pacific coast is to-be at Portland or at Tacoma, 
on Puget Sound, in Oregon, has got into the Su- 
perior Court of this City. An action was com- 
menced in that court--on Wednesday last 
by Mr. Henry Villard on behalf of him- 
self and other stockholders of the railroad 
compary against the company, its Directors, 
and the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company. The 
purpose of the suit is to restrain the defendants 
from issuing to certain stockholders 180,000 shares 
of the company’s stock, and from recognizing as 
valid any of such shares already issued. It is 


understood among persons having knowledge of 
the affairs of the Northern Pacific Company that if 
the 180,000 shares are issued they will go in great 
part, if not altogether, to stockholders who favor 
the present management of the company, and may 
thus operate as a bar to the purpose of a party 
whose recognized leader is the plaintiff, Mr. Henry 
Villard. A temporary injunction restraining the 
defendants from taking any action with reference 
to the shares, and an order directing them to show 
cause on March 31 why the injunction should not 
be continued until the determination of the suit, 
were granted by Judge Speir, in Superior Court, 
Chambers, Le ovorturr 

‘The complaint of Mr. Villard sets forth, first, 
that he is the owner of 10.000shares of the pre- 
ferred and 10,000 shares of the common stock of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company, each share 
being of the par value of $100. It next recites the 
failure of the original Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company to pay interest on its mortgage bonds, 
which were issued to the amount of $31.000,000, the 
foreclosure of the mortgage, and the sale of allthe 
company’s property and rights to a committee of 
bondholders, headed by Mr. Frederick Billings, in 
1875. This committee directed the reorganization 
of the company, and passed to the reorganized cor- 
poration the title to the property and rights they 
had bought. The new company issued, the com- 
piaint avers, $39,000,000 of preferred stock to the 
holders of bonds and coupons of the old Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company and to its creditors, The 
amount of common'stock ‘of the new corporation 
issued in exchange for common stock of 
the former company is stated at $21.000,000. 
According to the act of Congress under which the 
corporation operates, the complaint avers, all 
other shares of the Northern Pacific’s capital stock 
must be presented to the public for subscription, 
and no share can be sold for less than its par value 
of $100. After the issuance of the common stock 
of the present to the holders of the common stock 
of the former Northern Pacific Railroad Company, 
there remained 180,000 shares not required to com- 
plete the exchange. No subscription, Mr. Villard 
alleges, has ever been made for these shares, 
yet on or about March 18, 1881, the in- 
dividual defendants, Directors of the rail- 
road ‘company or an_ Executive Commit- 
tee of their number, directed the issuance 
of certificates for them. and their distribution in 
whole, or in great part, to certain persons, among 
whom are the Directors themselves. The certifi- 
cates were made and the shares of stock issued, 
Mr. Villard charges, on information and belief, 
without the receipt by the railroad company of any 
consideration. ‘The persons to whom ihe shares 
have been issued claim them under an agreement, 
made prior to the foreclosure and sale above re- 
ferred to, by which certain parties undertook to 
divide among themselves all the capital 
stock of the corporation. If any such agree- 
ment was made, the plaintiff avers, it was 
fraudulent, illegal, and void, and, furthermore, it 
was canceled and rendered inoperative by the 
foreciosure of the mortgage and the reorganization 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad Company. After 
these premises, the conclusion arrived at by the 
plaintiff is that any and ail shares of stock which 
have been inscribed on the company’s books, or 
issued, or for the issuance of which measures have 
been taken, under the proceedings of the Directors 
of the company on March 18, are issued, or at- 
tempted to be issued, in violation of the charter of 
the company. 

If these shares are issued and recognized by the 
transfer agent of the Northern Pacific Bailroad 
Company, the plaintiff next alleges, he and other 
stockholders will beirreparably injured by them,

Finally, the plaintiff asked the court to declare that 
the said 180,000 shares are invalid, having been is- 
sued against the charter of the company; that they 
must be surrendered for cancellation, and that a 
perpetual injunction shall restrain the defendants 
from in any way making use of the shares. The

A BARK ABANDONED. 


LOSS OF THE MEDFORD—THE CREW RES 
CUED BY A NEW-HAVEN SCHOONER, 

Capt. J. T. Dickie, of the British bark Med. 
ford, was in this City yesterday and reported to the 
British Consul the abandonment of his vessel off 
the Bermudas after a continuance of very heavy 
weather. The ofticers and crew, consisting of J, 
T. Dickie, master; George Layton, first mate; 
Frederick Layton, second mate; Major San 
ford, cook; Whitfield Grimes, George Mam 
son, Patrick Jacobson, Andrew John: 
son, William H.- Pope, and John Nicholson, 
were taken off of the sinking vessel by the schooner 
Mary E. Douglass, of New-Haven, and taken te 
that port. Captain and crew arrived in this City 


yesterday, and were cared for at the Sailors’ Homa 
by direction of the British Consul. The storv of 
the voyage as related by the crew is substantially 
as follows: The vessel sailed from this port for Ca- 
diz and Gibraltar. They had a fair trip out, and 
loaded “in Cadiz with salt for Gloucester, Mass. On 
the return trip, leaving that port on Jan. 
8, continuous rough weather was experienced 
after leaving the Straits of Gibraltar. ‘In the 
gales we met sometimes,” said cne of the crew, 
“we would have to lie to, and sometimes scud 
In two or three adverse storms we 
were driven south far out of our course, and had to 
beat back our lost ground. I never saw such 
weather in my experience at sea. By the time w3 
should have been snug in Gloucester takin; 
out our cargo, we were about in mid: 
ocean, fighting every mile of our way across 
On the morning of the 9th of March wea 
were about 350 miles south of the Bermudas, 
heading north-west, and carrying all the sai 
we could with a moderatesiy fair wind. The 
hatches had been broken in by the seas, part o/ 
our bulwarks stovain. and thecabin smashed. Ev 
ery wave that broke over the bark poured a delugsé 
of water into the hatches and kept half the crew 
constantly at the pumps. What with scant food. 
hard work, and exposure, the men suffered a great 
deal, but kept up their spirits with the hope of fall 
ing in with some vessel that would relieve us or thai 
we would be able to make the Bermudas. Half oi 
the worn-out men were working the pumps and 
half were managing the bark. During the forenoon 
the wind freshened from tie south, and by 10 
o'clock it was biowing a gale. The bark was hove 
to under short canvas, the sea breaking over her 
at intervals and increasing the waterin the hold. 
In this gale the mainmast was badly sprung. 
The wind increased to a hurricane by night, 
and in ashort time the mainmast was carried by 
the board. On the morning of the 10th the gale 
abated some, and the bark was again headed for 
Bermuda. The wreck of the mast and rigging ip- 
cumbered the deck so that it was impossible ta 
move a yard or trim a sail, and before it could be 
cut away one of the yards that had faé#len along: 
side the bark was thrown end on against the 
stern-post and started a leak. In a few hours 
there was three feet of water in the hold, 
All hands went to the pumps. All that day we 
worked for our lives. At night the sky became 
overcast again, and the lightning played about. 
In the morning the water had _ increased 
to over five feet in the hold. The bark was then 
completely helpless, and we had about given up 
hope. Weall knew tnat at that rate of increas 
the vessel could not float many hours. 

“About 9 o’clock on the morning of the 1lith, one 
of the men saw a schooner six or seven miles away, 
bearing down for us. We raised a shout, and set 
the ensign in the fore-rigging. Our signal was seen, 
aud the schooner came near enough to speak. 
When the Captain saw our condition he consented 
to take us off. The schooner was the Mary E. 
Douglass, bound for New Haven. Ske landed us af 
that port day before yesterday.” 

At the time of the rescue the stock of provisions 
had been reduced to about half a barrel of partly

THE GRAND JURY INVESTIGATING 
THE ALLEGED ABUSES. 
POLICE MANAGEMENT OF THE BUREAU TO 
BE INQUIRED INTO—WITNESSES BEFORE 
THE GRAND INQUEST — EXCITEMENT 

AMONG THE POLITICIANS. 

The Grand Jury yesterday investigated the 
management of the Street-cleaning Bureau. It is 
claimed that many abuses exist in that branch of 
the Police Department, and the powers of the 
grand inquest have been invoked to sift the matter 
and take such action as may be deemed proper. 
About two weeks ago the Mayor, in obedience toa 
subpeena,appeared before the Grand Jury,and it was 
then determined to institute a searching inquiry, but 
the pressure of prison cases prevented any action 
being taken on the matter until Thursday, when 
subpoenas were sent out for a number of witnesses, 
At noon yesterday ex-Police Commissioner Wil- 
liam F. Smith sauntered into the brown-stone 
building in company with ex-Alderman Michael 
Tuomey, and handed the Grand Jury clerk his 
subpoena. He was followed soon after 
troller Allan Campbell, Mr.

Mayor said to a Times reporter that he went before

subpoena which was served upon him.

So far as 
be knew, the Mayor sald, tie investigation was be- 
gun by the members of the Grand Jury entirely of 
their own volition. He did not wonder at it, for 
the subject of street- cleaning was being a sitat ed 
to an unusual degree just now. With re 
the rumors which were circulated Thursday night 
to the effect that prominent citizens 
him formal charges against the Commissioners, 
Mayor Grace said he had received no such charges, 
and knew of none, nor had he made any himself, 
It was true, however, that great numbers of com- 
plaints about street-cieaning were being received 
every day. Hosts of people were sending letters 
remonstrating against the terrible condition of the 
streets. A large number of letters cam 1e from per- 
sons who complained of the neglect to clean par- 
ticular blocks or sections of the City. The receipt 
of complaints of this nature probably lea to the 
rumors of charges prepared against the Police Com- 
missioners. 


Controller Campbell said that he merely testified

money was drawn from the Treasury. 

Police Commissioners French and Mason said 
yesterday that th- y did not know that the street- 
cleaning question had been before the Grand Jury 
until they read the newspapers. They preferred 
not to comment on the circumstance, or to hazard 
conjectures-iu regard to tie person or persons who 
are endeavoring to secure an indictment against 
one member or more members of the board. They 
did not believe that any Grand Jury would find an 
indictment against any member of the board. 
Were an indictment found, the subsequent proceed- 
ings could not be other than a farce, because, as 
otticials and individuals, they had acted forthe best, 
and could defy any one to prove that they had 
been guilty either of dishonesty, malfeasance, or 
neglect of duty. Mr. Nichols heard, without sur- 
prise, on Thursday, that discharged employes of 
the Street-cleaning Burean had been before the 
Grand Jury.

sMOUNT CF THE ALLEGED DEFALCATION 

MUCH LARGER THAN SUPPOSED. 
James Orr, who was arrested in Denver, 
Col, at the instance of Schultz & Southwick, the 
Cliff-street merchants, who clalm that he is a de- 
faulter, is on his way to New-York in the custody 
of Detective George Lanthier, who is protected by a 
Denverdetective. The Denver detective accompa- 
nies him because of threats made by Orr’sson. When 
his father was arrested he went to Denver, ostensi- 
bly forthe purpose of examining a mine of which 
he owns one-quarter, but in reality to release his 


father. Meeting Lanthier in Denver, he threatened 
to take his life if hs attempted to take his 
father away. Lanthier telegraphed home, ask- 
Ing what he should do. He was instreeted 
to protect himself at all hazards, but to 
take out a warrant against Orr’s son for threaten- 
ing his life. Whether he did this or was protected 
by the Denver Police when he left is not known, A 
Central Office detective was detailed to reinforce 
Lanthier, but he was recalled when Lanthier tele- 
gee that a Denver officer would accompany 
im to New-York. The prisoner, it is expected, 
will be lodged in acell at Police Head-quarters to- 
morrow. Itis believed by Inspector Byrnes that 
Orr's defalcation will amount to more than $50,000. 
Messrs. Schultz & Southwick would not talk about 
the matter yesterday, but a person in_ their 
confidence said the defalcation, as far as 
he knew, would exceed $30,000. 
frst reported that the defalcation was only 
$2,000. The methods of Orr have not been made 
ublic, but itis said thatin selling hides he drew 
Fro m the store more hides than hesold and dis- 
posea of the surplus through a third person, whois 
not named. In buying hides, he accounted to the 
firm for less than he bought, and disposed of the 
hides which he stole through hisagent, Mr. Orr 
was very well known in the trade, and his personal 
eredit was unlimited. An order from him for 
$100,000 worth of hides would have been consid- 
ered good by the verson who received it. It is 
said that the money he obtained was lost in min- 
jug speculation.

FACILITIES DEMANDED FOR 

PORTED GOODs. 

The Dock Commissioners gave a hearing 
yesterday to a committee of importers and com- 
mission merchants who applied last Tuesday fora 
modification of the order obliging steam-ship com- 
panies to keep the bulkheads of West-street clear 
of incumbrances. The committee consisted of Mr. 
J.L. Riker and Mr. J. D. Wing. representing the 
chemical trade, and Mr. J. M. Taylor, representing 
the wholesale crockery business. Mr. Riker said 
that the granting of facilities for storing imported 


raw material on the bulkheads for a limited 
period, after the arrival of steamers, was a 
matter of vast importance to the business 
interests of the City. New-York had already lost 
particularly in raw ma- 
terials, simply because the people in power had im- 
posed such restrictions as tended to divert com- 
merce to other Atlantic cities affording better ac- 
commodation. He snggested that the difficulty 
could be overcome by giving permission to the 
steam-ship companies to erect platforms between 
the piers for the accommodation of the class of 
goods alluded to during a period not to exceed two 
weeks after the arrival of the vessels. Commis- 
sioner Dimock said the adoption of that plan would 
practically resuit in @ monopoly of the 
bulkheads, whieh were now open to 
various kinds of commerce. After a further 
interchange of opinions and suggestions, a resvlu- 
tion to the following effect, offered by Commis- 
sioner Dimock, was adopted: That the order of 
the department based on the resolution of Feb. 
23 be suspended so far asthe territory called the 
new-made land, from West Eleventh-street to 
Canal-street. is concerned, pending’an examination 
of the wnole subject by the department, with a 
view toa just arrangement of the subiect. Com- 
missioner Laimbeer voted against the resolution, 
and addressing the committee, said: ‘* Gentlemen, 
if your heads don’t ache until the question is ex- 
amined by this board, they won’t ache in along 
time, I assure you. The purpose of thet resolution 
is to dispose of this matter indefinitely.’ Mr. 
Laimbeer also remarked that lumbermen, brick- 
men, and dealers in cement, had just as gooda 
righ: to incumber the bulkheads as chemical and 
erockery merchants, and he expressed the hope 
that the Superintendent would make no discrimi- 
nations in obeying the resolution of suspension.

THE KELLY DIVORCE SUIT. 

A suit for an absolute ‘divorce was begun 
some time ago by Jennie E. Kelly against Eugene 
M. Kelly, in the Supreme Court. Mrs. Kelly 
averred, in addition to the charge of infidelity, 
that Kelly deceived herintoa marriage with him 


four years ago, when she was only 16 years old, 
The defendant put in an answer denying the charge 
of infidelity, but did not otherwise oppose the suit. 
A Referee reported in favor of the plaintiff, but 
Judge Lawrence refused to confirm the report, 
holding that the proofs were insufficient. Asecond 
motion for the confirmation of the report was mene 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday. Mr 

Kelly’s counsel said that, among other proofs, he 
had procured a letter in which Kelly admitted the 
trath of the charge against him. Judge Lawrence 
said he would not give a snap of his fingers for an 
admission of wrong-doing made by the defendant 
in a divorce suit. He believed that, notwithstand- 
ing their vigilance, the courts are almost daily de- 
ceived in divorce cases, and that one-half of such 
cases are collusive. He would not grant a decree 
upon the admission of a defendant, whatever any 
other Judge might do. In his opinion the very 
great number of divorce suits is an alarming cir- 
cumstance. During the present term, in Chambers.

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STORMS ON THE SEA. 

Capt. Cave, of the bark Jonian, which ar- 
rived from Lisbon yesterday, reports that on the 
10th, in latitude 21° 10’ and longitude 60° 55’, he 
spoke the Italian bark Felicia D., bound from Leg- 
horn for Boston. The master of the latter said 
that on March 1 he experienced a terrific gale. 
Heavy seas washed away the boats and stove 
in the bulwarks, while the rudder-head was 
wrung off. Temporary repairs were made, and 
when. spoken the Felicia D. was trying to reach 
Guadaloupe or some other island of the West 
Indies. The steam-ship Felicia, which arrivee from 
Laguayra yesterday, reports that on the 22d and 

28d a fearful gale from south-west aud north-west 
was experienced in the Gulf Stream, The after 
wheel and binnacle were carried away, and every- 
thing movable was sw ept from the decks. Strong 
head-winds have prevailed since then. The British 
steam-ship Bermuda. from Harmacoa and other 
West Indian ports, has encountered very heavy 
north-westerly gales since the 22d.

OEE BELITTLE 

The New-York Street-cleaning bill will 
be reported complete to the State Senate on 
Tuesday, and the bill will then either be 
passed to a third reading without change or 
be recommitted for amendment. No charge 
of wasting time can be made against the Sen- 
ate in regard to this bill, whose passage will 
greatly simplify the further consideration of 
the McCarthy charter, several of whose 
sections it will necessarily cover. We ob- 
serve that itis assumed in the Legislature 
that there is an overwhelming preponder- 
ance of opinion in favor of intrusting the 
Mayor with the entire control of the business 
of street-cleaning. There was certainly no 
such conclusion reached at the Cooper Union 
meeting, though the committee appointed 
by that meeting were induced to further the 
Mayor’s desire to undertake the job. There 
is really no reason why the ordinary 
methods of conducting City business should 
be departed from in this case. The Mayor 
should have the same power of supervision 
over the cleaning of the streets as he has 
over their paving—neither more nor less. It 
is his business to see that officers intrusted 
with the details of local administration 
do their duty; it is. entirely for- 
eign to his functions to take an 
active part in the management of 
these details himself. The Mayor has 
shown himself, in connection with the or- 
ganization of the Board of Aldermen, to be a 
bitter and proscriptive partisan and to have 
the most sordid conception of the spoils sys- 
tem. In this and oth2r matters there is 
obvious danger of thoughtlessly heaping 
power on a man who was not elected with a 
view to any such responsibilities, and who 
may, as likely as not, prove entirely un- 
equal to them. 
THE REPUBLICANS AND VIRGINIA. 

Unless the Bourbons of Virginia shall 
kindly relieve us of the responsibility, there 
isa possibility of most unfortunate compli- 
cations from the relation said to have been 
assumed by Senator Manone to the Repub- 
lican Party—a relation, however, which we 
should be very sorry to believe had been 
really recognized by the Republican leaders. 
The fact that the Senator voted with the 
Republicans to enable them to organize the 
committees of the Senate, and that he is 
now voting with them to secure the appoint- 
ment of the officers of the Senate, among 
whom is to be one of his own promi- 
nent supporters, has given rise to the report 
that he has been promised a considerable 
share in the Federal *‘patronage’’ in his 
State. This report is very generally credited 
in Virginia, and speculations are freely in- 
dulged in as to what will be the conse- 
quences in the politics of the State. A dis- 
patch from a correspondent in Petersburg, 
which we published yesterday morning, 
stated that it was conceded there that ‘‘ there 
will not likely be any Republican opposition 
tothe Readjusters,’’ and that ‘‘ the undivided 
strength of the white and colored Republi- 
cans will give the Legislature, Governor, and 
members of the Supreme Court of the State 
to the Mahone Readjusters.’’ Sucha result, 
brought about by the means which are be- 
lieved to be about to be adopted, would cost 
the Republican Party a great deal more than 
it can possibly gain from the possession of a 
majority in the United States Senate. 

We have explained very often in these 
columns that ‘‘readjustment’’ in Virginia 
is only another name for repudiation. Rest- 
ing our conclusions on the facts established 
by the record as to the propositions with ref- 
erence to the State debt made by the Read- 
justers, and as to those which they op- 
pose, and further trusting to the 
statements of trustworthy Virginia Re- 
publicans as to the real capacity of the 
State to meet the debt and its interest on the 
terms offered by its creditors, we have had 
no hesitation in describing the Readjusters’ 
policy as one of naked dishonesty. It has 
been all the more discreditable and all the 
more dangerous because it was addressed to 
an ignorant body of voters, who have 
the highest interest in preserving the 
the State credit, but 
who are not well enough informed to 
prefer that interest to the immediate advan- 
tage of escape from taxation. The policy of 
evasions of public obligations is one of which 
the manifold and lasting ills have been too 
often demonstrated by history and pointed 
out by the intelligent leaders of public opin- 
ion to require any further exposure. Itisa 
policy of short-sighted rascality, and noth- 
ing but the plea of incurable stupidity can 
relieve those who advocate it from the charge 
of conscious dishonesty. With sucha policy 
the Republican Party cannot with any 
self-respect have any connection whatever. 
It cannot decently recognize it as a justifi- 
able or excusable instrumentality for any 
political end, however plausible the latter 
may appear to be. The Republican Party 
has honorably and loyally maintained the 
public credit of the Nation. While some 
of its leaders have coquetted with the more 
or less seductive forms of repudiation that 
have appeared in national politics from time 
to time, the great body of the party has 
been unswervingly honest, and the leaders 
referred to have either gone down with the 
various notious that they have favored, or 
have been compelled, like Mr. SHeRMAN, to 
abandon them absolutely. The motto to 
which the party, as a whole, has steadily ad- 
hered is the one which the gallant Frssen- 
DEN so tersely framed when there first arose 
the insane notion of ‘‘ paying’’ the bonds in 
legal tenders, ‘‘ Repudiate the repudiators.’’ 
It would be absurdlv disgraceful at tiis late 
day to do anything except that in Virginia 
or elsewhere. 

So far as concerns the action of Mr. 
MAuonzE in the Senate, it has not gone be- 
yond the limits of legitimate politics. There 
was no reason why he should not have had 
an honorable place on committees which 
could not have been formed without his 
vote, or that he should not dame a promi- 
nent officer among those who could not be 
appointed without his aid. In neither 
branch of such an arrangement is 
there any explicit or necessary recognition 
of his peculiar policy in the politics 
of his State. He offers himself as an op- 
ponent of Bourbon Democracy, and he 
plants himself, without qualification, on the 


distinctively Republican ground of a free 
vote and a fair count. As such an op- 
ponent, and on such ground, he is naturally 
associated with the Republicans in the body 
to which he was elected in spite of the bit- 
ter hostility of the Democrats and over a 
reguiar Democratic candidate. Nor can 
the Republican Party of the Nation 
help itself if the Republicans of 
Virginia choose to accept—as_ they 
have hitherto refused to accept—his 
repudiation principles in the State. The or- 
gans of Republican opinion throughout the 
country can only condemn those principles 
in the future as they have done in the past, 
regretting and disowning any compromise 
that Virginia Republicans may be weak and 
foolish enough to make in regard to them. 
But there is something more and 
different to be said of any possible 
distribution of Federal appointments 
among Readjusters in Virginia. That 
would be an act for which the party would 
necessarily be held responsible, for it would 
be the act of its President and its majority 
in the Senate; and the burden of that re- 
sponsibility would be heavy, and it would 
justly be laid on Republican shoulders. 
Such distribution could only be offered and 
accepted as a political act. It would be an 
unmistakable recognition and reward of re- 
pudiators and repudiation. Unfortunately, 
the conception of Federal offices as ‘‘ pat- 
ronage’” as a means of supporting 
and strengthening the party in power is not 
yet abandoned. It is certainly entertained 
in its fullest significance by Mr. Manone 
and his followers. They would take the 
offices with the idea that they bound the Ad- 
ministration to themselves by a clearly un- 
derstood tie, a strong mutual obligation. It 
is reported that the Bourbons of Virginia 
are entertaining the idea of adopting Mr. 
Manonr’s propositions on the debt question, 
and trying to rally their forces against him 
on the issue that he is working for negro 
supremacy, drawing the color line sharply. 
That would be extremely kind in them, 
and characteristically foolish and blunder- 
ing. But it would be very reckless for the 
Administration to trust to any such folly on 
their part, or to commit itself, directly or in- 
directly, to the unwholesome and danger- 
ous doctrines which Mr, Manone sustains 
in the State politics of Virginia. 





TAXING CORPORATIONS. 

The most important result of the efforts 
of the joint special committee of last year 
to revise the tax laws was the act for ob- 
taining revenue for the State from corpora- 
tions. It is due to that committee to say 
that some of the most serious imperfections 
of the measure as finaily enacted were 
due to changes made in the course 
of its passage through the two _ houses. 
Some of its phraseology was ambigu- 
ous, and uncertainty as to the meauing 
of important provisions has led to difficulty 
in collecting the tax and to serious litigation. 
The Advisory Commission at Albany has 
taken this law in hand after the test of ex- 
perience to which it has been subjected, and 
has carefully revised it and submitted the 
result to the joint committee for approval. 
The changes accord very closely with the 
recommendations made by Controller Waps- 
WORTH in his annual report. The original 
act denominated the tax to be levied on the 
corporations a tax on ‘‘capital stock.” 
Some of the companies construed this 
as a tax on property and claimed exemption 
to the extent that their capital was invested 
in Government bonds. This was clearly not 
intended, and in the revision the tax has 
been designated as one on ‘‘ corporate fran- 
chise or business.’? Where the rate was ap- 
plied to'a valuation of the stock, as in the case 
when no dividends or a dividend of less than 
6 per cent. is paid, provision was made for an 
appraisal or valuation by the officers of the 
company for which the Controller might 
substitute one of his own. In that case there 
might be an appeal to the Board of Equaliza- 
tion. The revised act provides that the ap- 
peal shall be to a special board consisting of 
the Secretary of State, Attorney-General, 
and State Treasurer. 

Reports are required annually instead of 
semi-annually, and are to be made on or be- 
fore the 15th of November for the year end- 
ing with the 1st, and payment is to be made 
within fifteen days after the ist of January 
following. The penalty of an additional 10 
per cent. is made to apply to a failure to pay 
as well as a failure to report, and intentional 
neglect to comply with the law is made to 
work a forfeiture of chartered privileges in 
one year instead of two. Among the 
corporations exempted from the opera- 
tion of the law are those ‘‘carrying on 
manufacture within this State.’’ This has 
been taken to cover gas companies, and the 
commission, inrevising the law, has specially 
excluded them from the exemption. In the 
provisions relating to insurance companies 
the requirement of a semi-annual report is 
changed to one of an annual report, to be 
made on.the 1st of August for the year end- 
ing June 30, and the amount of premiums 
‘‘earned’’ instead of ‘‘received’’ on busi- 
ness done in this State during the year is to 
be set forth. All doubt as to the time when 
the provisions of the act take effect is 
removed by declaring it to be for 
the terms which begin this year, and then 
making special provision for the intermediate 
period. One or two important changes are 
made in the section which provides for a tax 
of one-half of 1 per cent. on the gross earn- 
ings of transportation companies. The act 
of last year, as amended in the Senate, 
allowed express, palace car, and sleeping 
car companies and freight lines to deduct 
from their gross earnings ‘‘ expenses paid 
to any common carrier for transportation 
upon such business within the State,’’ and 
exempted street surface railways from this 
tax altogether. All this has very properly 
been stricken out. To make assurance 
‘*double sure,”’ the vigilant representatives 
of the horse railroads got their exemption in 
a second time in another section, from which 
it has also been eliminated. But this same 
section has been subjected toa still more 
significant change. As it originally stood it 
declared that ‘‘ the capital stock and personal 
property of said corporations, joint stock 
companies, and associations shall hereafter 
be exempt from assessment and taxation, ex- 
cept as in this act prescribed.’”? This was 
taken to mean that the State tax was in lieu 
of all further exactions for local as well as 
State purposes, except upon the real estate of 
the corporations, and the discussions of last 
year’s committee indicate that such was the 


intent. This is the point which has been 
chiefly litigated, and it will be remembered 
that Judge GriperT decided, in the case of 
the National Freight and Lighterage Com- 
pany, that the exemption applied only to 
assessment and taxation for State purposes. 
The commission has accepted the construc- 
tion of the court, and the section as revised 
qualifies the exemption with the important 
words, “Except for county, town, and 
municipal purposes.’’ This obviously makes 
a great difference, both to the corporations 
and to the local taxing authorities. 

The aim of those chiefly interested in 
devising an effective measure for taxing 
corporations has been to find some way of 
raising the entire revenue for State purposes 
independently of the local assessment of 
real estate and personal property. This is 
accomplished in Pennsylvania mainly by a 
tax on corporations, partnerships, &c. The 
State tax in this State is 34 mills on a dollar, 
and produces over $9,000,000 of revenue. 
The new law, even as amended by the com- 
mission, would probably bring only about 
$2,000,000 to the Treasury. There is, be- 
sides, the law taxing life insurance com- 
panies; and banks might perhaps be brought 
into the category of corporations for State 
taxation purposes by a proper relief of their 
shares from local assessment. But the prin- 
ciple must obviously be still further extended 
if real and personal property in the hands 
of individuals is to be wholly relieved of 
State taxes. Some method of equitably 
effecting this result would greatly simplify 
the question of tax reform. If assessment 
of property by local authorities could be for 
local objects solely, there might well be a 
certain degree of option allowed in the kinds 
of property to which it was to apply and 
the method of levying and collecting the 
taxes. 


THE KALLOOH CASE. 

Now and then, in California, a Chinaman 
is hanged, sometimes by the officers of the 
law, and oftener by the agents of a mob. 
The acquittal of IsAran M. Kautitocy, who 
has just been tried for the murder of 
CHARLES De Youne, would seem to indi- 
cate that the day for hanging people in Cali- 
fornia, except in such obscure cases as those 
above noted, has not yet come. There have 
been innumerable instances within the past 
few years of a California jury acquitting 
persons who were clearly guilty of murder, 
the jury iu every case being actuated by 
sympathy with the defendant or by motives 
of gratification at the death of the victim. 
Mrs. Farr escaped hanging because the jury 
thought it ahard case that a man should ‘‘go 
back”’ on his paramour and live with his 
own wife, after years of neglect. Virtual- 
ly, the jury said that Mrs. Farr was 
justified in hunting down Mr. CrirrENDEN 
and shooting him in the presence of his wife 
and children, as she did. Later, an editor 
who had had a newspaper discussion with a 
local politician was shot and killed in cold 
blood by the angry man who had been as- 
sailed. The slayer was acquitted because 
the jury thought it time to curb the license 
of the press, and because some of the jury- 
men were of the same politics as the slayer. 
There was no question as to the fact in 
either of these two cases. The slaying was 
admitted, and the only business of the coun- 
sel for the defense was to furnish the jury 
with an excuse for bringing in a verdict of 
acquittal. In such cases the slenderest ex- 
cuse is sufficient. 

In KatLocu’s case the jurymen undoubt- 
edly argued that it was a good thing to be 
rid of Dr Younc, who had been a terror 
to the community and who was cordially 
detested; and they were glad of any peg on 
which to hang a loop of doubt. This was 
furnished them by the counsel for the de- 
fense, who succeeded in raising a question 
as to the provocation offered the slayer. It 
was generally supposed that the circulation 
of aninfamous pamphlet directed against 
Kauuocn’s father so excited him that he 
slew De Youne while temporarily deranged. 
Possibly the jury might have been content 
with this asa plea in extenuation. But the 
counsel for the prisoner went further, and 
brought a witness whoswore that De Youne 
fired the first shot. This settled the case. 
The fine-spun theories of the learned coun- 
sel concerning “‘ transitional insanity’’ were 
superfluous. It was barely possible that Dz 
Youne began the fight, and if this was true, 
no California jury would hang a man for de- 
fending himself. More especially, no Cali- 
fornia jury would hang a man who had shot 
one who had been a nuisance and a terror to the 
public. In such a case the character of the 
slain, rather than that of the slayer, is brought 
under review. The California juryman re- 
gards the case before him froma social point 
of view rather than from a legal one. The 
question to be resolved is, Did this man de- 
serve to be killed? An aflirmative answer 
will acquit the defendant. 

The feud which resulted in the slaying of 
Dr Youne began in a political campaign in 
1879. CHartes De Younc, who was the 
nominal editor and the principal proprietor 
of a San Francisco newspaper, was brought 
in opposition to Isaac 8. KaLLocu, a man 
of unsavory reputation, then a preacher, 
and since elected Mayor of San Francisco. 
In the course of the campaign De Youne’s 
paper denounced Kaxtocg in the bitterest 
terms, bringing to light, among other things, 
the details of KaLLocu’s trial for gross im- 
moralities committed in Massachusetts in 
1857. Kaxuiocu responded from his pulpit, 
assailing Dz Youne as the illegitimate son 
of an abandoned woman, and employing 
the plainest forms of speech to convey his 
meaning. The immediate result of this 
was an attack upon Ka.iocu by Ds 
Young, who lured his adversary into 
the street by a device, and then at- 
tempted to shoot him from the carriage in 
which he was concealed. KaLLocu was not 
very severely wounded, but his injuries 
were magnified, public sympathy was 
aroused, and, the election coming off while 
he was secluded, he was elected Mayor of 
San Francisco. At this time KaLiocu’s 
son, Isaran M. Kawuoca, appeared on the 
scene. This worthy person described him- 
self, while on the witness stand in his own 
behalf lately, as being 29 years old. He had 
been at school ‘‘ considerably,’’ had been a 
printer, clerk on a railroad, a farm hand, a 
school-teacher, and a minister of the Gospel. 
In this last vocation he labored with his 
father as Assistant Pastor. 

It will be seen, then, that here had been 
worked up an excellent opportunity for a 





murderous affray whenever these belliaer- 
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ents should come inte collision. Dr Youne 
had had three or four such affrays, and his 
newspaper was perfectly reckless in its de- 
nunciation of anybody and anything which 
it suited the editor’s purpose to attack. No- 
body’s character was safe solong as Dg 
Youne had any occasion to assail it. He 
did not abate one jot of his virulence when 
Katuocu had been elected. About a year 
ago, the pamphlet to which we have alluded 
made its appearance in San Francisco. Dr 
Youne was credited with having procured 
its publication. The circulation of this vile 
and obscene document caused a sensation. 
Soon after its appearance, the Junior Kat- 
LOCH walked into the office of Dz Youna’s 
newspaper, De Youne being in sight from 
the sidewalk, and shot him todeath. There 
were six men besides DE Youne and Kat- 
LOCH in the office when the shooting took 
place. These all testified that no shooting 
was done except by Kaxiocn, and that he 
opened fire as soon as he entered. De 
Youne’s pistol was in his hand when he 
died, he having taken it from his pocket as 
he fell. But the barrels were all charged 
with cartridges, and there were no marks of 
any bullets anywhere to be found except those 
admittedly made by Kauiocn’s fire. At the 
preliminary examination, one CLEMENT- 
SHAW testified that he was looking in at one 
of the office windows and saw Dre Youne 
fire at KaLLtoca. This man’s testimony was 
broken down, and he was convicted of per- 
jury and sent to the penitentiary. Another 
witness, however, was found and produced 
at the trial to swear that he, too, was by 
a window of the office, and that he heard 
shots before KaiLocu, whom he was look- 
ing at, had drawn his pistol. Kanioca, 
testifying in his own behalf, swore that he 
went to De Youne that night with peace- 
able intentions, and that 
opened the door, which was of glass, Dz 
Youne began firing at him, and that he 
drew and defended himself. The absence 
of any marks from Dr Youna’s pistol is not 
accounted for; but the condition of his 
weapon when found is explained by the 
theory that his friends loaded it after the 
shooting for the sake of appearances. 

Clearly, then, the California jury decided 
that the community was well rid of Ds 
Youne, and that the slender excuse offered 
them by the doubt thrown on the case by 
the evidence for the defense was suflicient 
for them to bring in a verdict of ‘‘not 
guilty.”’ The minds of the jurymen took 
in the whole circumstances of the case, 
from the beginning of the feud to the 
homicide. It was not for them to deter- 
mine whether a man had been murdered or 
not, but to say whether the murderer was, 
on the whole, to be rewarded for having 
put a dangerous man out of the way. At 
this latter conclusion the jury arrived. The 
public sympathized with the jury, and, 
when the verdict of acquittal had been ren- 
dered, there was great applause in the court- 
room, and an enthusiastic multitude took 
the horses from Ka.Locn’s carriage and 
drew him home in triumph, as if he had 
been a conqueror or a successful candidate 
for the Legislature. 


THE PAINT HABIT. 

Of all the vices to which the head of a 
family can be addicted, that of painting is 
probably the most devastating in its effects 
upon the mind, clothing, and purse. Unlike 
drunkenness and playing on brass instru- 
ments, it is a vice which can be practiced 
without publicity, and this is doubtless one 
reason why it is so awfully prevalent. 
There are many men who are outwardly 
respectable, and who are even regarded as 
pillars of the Church, who keep their private 
paint-brushes and their cans of prepared 
colors, and in the secrecy of their own house- 
holds paint their furniture and the wood-work 
of their rooms. In time this vice inevitably 
makes inroads upon the coat of its victim, 
and the appearance of blue, red, or green 
patches on his coat-tails, and in some cases 
on his trousers, will betray him; but there is 
no doubt that at the present day there are 
hundreds of men who are habitually addicted 
to private painting, and whose weakness is 
known only to the unbappy members of their 
families. ; 

There seems to be something wonderfully 
fascinating in the private paint-brush and 
the cans of prepared paint that are publicly 
sold by unprincipled and greedy men. The 
man who has once allowed himself to paint 
the kitchen chairs or the dog-kennel takes a 
step which he can rarely retrace. His thirst 
for paint grows with indulgence, and he soon 
comes to feel wretched unless he has a brush 
in his hand. Among private painters there 
exists a strange and morbid unwillingness to 
allow a particle of paint to be wasted. The 
man who buys a pound can of blue paint 
with which to paint a table, and finds that 
after the work is done he has a quarter 
of a pound of paint left, instantly tries to 
find some other article of furniture on which 
to use it. Thus he isconstautly led on from 
one article of furniture to another, and re- 
duces himself to poverty, madness, and de- 
spair. The story of aman who was once a 
respectable and worthy citizen of Philadel- 
phia presents a fearful illustration of the 
misery caused by private painting. 

The man in question—let us call him Mr. 
Smith—was induced by an indiscreet friend 
to buy a pound of red paint with which to 
paint a small dog-kennel. Without reflect- 
ing upon the danger to which every one ex- 
poses himself who takes the unhallowed 
brush into his hand, Mr. Smith painted the 
dog-kennel, and with the quarter of a pound 
of paint that was left undertook to paint the 
bath-tub—in order, as he told himself— 
that the paint should not be wasted. He 
found that when the bath-tub was not more 
than half painted his supply of paint was 
exhausted, and he therefore bought another 
can. With this he finished the bath-tub, 
and had this time three-quarters of a pound 
left. It was, of course, impossible for him 
to allow so much paint to be wasted, and, 
accordingly, he began to paint the six 
kitchen chairs. There was enough paint 
for five chairs only, and the wretched man 
saw that he could not help buying a third 
pound, nearly all of which was left after the 
sixth chair was finished. 

With hungry eyes and an excited air he 
now roamed through the house seeking 
what he might paint, and finally decided to 
peint the wood-work of his study. Two 
additional pounds were used before the 
wood-work was finished, but he found that 
in his anxiety to finish the work without 
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buying a sixth can of red paint, he had laid 
on the color so lightly in some places that 
the result dissatisfied him. As a remedy he 
resolved to run a narrow bar of black paint 
around each panel, and therefore bought a 
pound of the best prepared ivory black. 
Not more than half of it had been used 
when the work was finished, and it 
became necessary to find something on 
which to use the remainder. The un- 
happy Mr. Smith now realized when it 
was too late to save himself that he was a 
confirmed painter, and that he had not suf- 
ficient strength of will to cast the accursed 
paint-pot from him, no matter if he did 
thereby waste nearly a pound of ivory 
black. He pursued his downward course 
with great rapidity. Heedless of the tears 
of his wife and the entreaties of his daugh- 
ters, he painted everything in the house on 
which a paint-brush could be laid. No mat- 
ter how large or how small any surface 
which he undertook to paint might be, he 
always had a little paint left over when it 
it was finished, and had to buy anew can 
when the next article was partially painted. 
The hideous marks of the vice which had 
mastered him became apparent on his 
clothes and fingers. Men knew that he was 
a hopeless painter, and shrunk from him 
with horror. 

His wife and daughters could not go into 
the street without showing by their involun- 
tary patches of black paint that the head of 
their house was a private painter. His 
money gradually found its way into the 
pocket of the heartless wretch who kept the 
paint shop, and his health gave way under 
the influence of painter’s colic. Within one 
short yearfrom the time when Mr. Smith 
bought his first can of red paint he was a 
ruined outcast, and when after his suicide 
With Paris green a noted philanthropist 
called on his widow to obtain materials for 
writing a biography of the dead man as a 
warning to the young, he learned that dur- 
ing the latter part of his career the miserable 
Mr. Smith had used no less than seven 
pounds of paint daily. 

This pathetic story carries its lesson with 
it. Itshows us the terrible danger of med- 
dling. No man can take a loaded brush in- 
to his hands without defiling his fingers. 
The only safety lies in total abstinence from 
brushes and paint, no matter how great may 
be the temptation to use them. 


The connection between the present Minis- 
terial crisis in Portuga] and the late Boer rebellion 
is not apparent on the face of the matter, but it is, 
nevertheless, quite close and direct. Delageoa Bay, 
on the east coast of Africa, is the natural outlet of 
Transvaal commerce to the ocean, or rather it 
would be so if there were only a railroad be- 
tween Lydenburg, in the Transvaal, and Lourenco 
Marques, on the bay. For the lack of that railroad 
the Transvaal trade has to go through Natal, tothe 
great satisfaction of the English traders of that 
colony. In 1875 the Transvaal Government planned 
to build a railway to Lourenco Marques, and the 
necessary concession was obtained from the Portu- 
guese Government, to which the territory about 
the bay belongs. A loan of £300,000 was also ob- 
tained from Holland, and by its aid the material 
for the railroad was bought and landed at Lou- 
renco Marques. And there it lies now, for the 
Natal traders took afiright, and a tender care for 
their interests was a controlling though not an os- 
tensible reason why Sir THEOPHILUS SHEPSTONE an- 
nexed the Transvaal, and thus put an end to the 
project. Meanwhile, England began negotiations 
with Portugal, for the bay would afford a very de- 
sirable access to her African colonies. Early in 
last March, after a week’s debate with closed doors 
in the lower house of the Cortes, it was announced 
that the so-called Lourenco Marques treaty bad been 
approved. Now the cable reports that the treaty 
is exceedingly unpopular; that the Ministry fell 
largely on that issue, and that it is hoped that 
their successors will revoke the concession of 
right of way to England, for no territory seems 
to have been ceded. In case the treaty stands, the 
interests of Natal will probably prevent the build- 
ing of the railroad, and in case it falls that provi- 
sion of the reported treaty of peace which directs 
that all negotiations between the Transvaal Gov- 
ernment and any other power shall proceed 
through the English authorities will also equally 
prevent the building of the railway. In either case 
itis easy to see that the Transvaal traders will 
chafe under the heavy transportation tax laid on 
their commerce. The district of Lourengo Marques 
is laid down under that name on few maps. 
It stretches along the east coast from 20° 30’ to the 
Inbampura River, including about 140 miles of 
coast and 18,000 square miles of territory. It has 
but one considerable town, few inhabitants, and 
no trade of importance. But the harbor isa good 
one, the situation is strategic, and in all probabili- 
ty the Lourenco Marques question will be heard 
of again. 

If the most expert of our authorities on the 
subject may be believed, the materials for organiz- 
ing a small-pox scare in this City are not sufficient 
to justify the prominence given to casea of the dis- 
ease in current newspaper discussion and reports. 
The ratio of unvaccinated persons to the general 
population, or rather to the actual popula- 
tion of the City, although not exactly 
known to the Bureau of Vital Statistics, is re- 
garded as too small to admit of the disease assum- 
ing an epidemic form and sweeping off our people 
by the hundred, as was the case in San Francisco 
during the last great outbreak of variola. But there 
isalways 2 large floating, emigrant, and undomi- 
ciled population in New-York—estimated by the 
Health Board as approximating to 350,000 at some 
seasons of the year—which is a source of danger at 
all times, and doubly such when contagious 
diseases are at work in contiguous cities and towns. 
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contributes to establish centres of infection, which, 
as regards small-pox, can only be counteracted by 
universal preventive measures among our resident 
population. Thus, New-York hasto bearthe odium 
of being a centre of infection, when, in re- 
ality, her own proper population is  per- 
fectly blameless as concerns the outbroak. 
present moment our dceath-rate 
aud general vital statistics bear favorable com- 
parison with European cities—Paris, London, 
Vienna, Berlin, and St. Petersburg, whose death- 
rates last year were particularly high. Even 
Boston, Philadelphia, and Brooklyn are losing 
ground a little as compared with New-York, when 
all the factors for forming a judgment are taken 
into account. In Brooklyn, particularly, the popu- 
lation of the hospital and other institutions at 
Flatbush must be considered in calculating the 
actual death-rate of the city, although uni- 
formly excluded from the statistical reports, 
thus creating an apparent and adventitious advan- 
tage inher favor. Tables are now in course of 
preparation by the Board of Health in which the 
comparative statistics of large centres of popula- 
tion, and the yearly fluctuations of the death-rate 
in ratio to inhabitants, will appear at a glance. 
These tables, said one of our most distinguished 
vital statists a few days ago, will show a progres- 
sive advantage in favor of New-York City, notwith- 
standing all reports to the cgntrary.

How many menare there, born abroad, who, 
having made money in the United States, ultimate- 
ly return, and live on their means in the country 
of their nativity? It may not bea very important 
subject after all, for those: who leave us are 
but a fractional quantity, when compared with 
that vast number who live and die in this the land 
of their adoption. It is rather of ethnological than 
politico-economic interest, and one in regard to 
which, it may be said with pride, we, as Ameri- 
cans, are quite indifferent. One never hears it 
said, in a deprecatory sense, that this Frenchman 
or that German has carried out of the country a 
good round sumof money. We feel that every- 
body has a perfect right to earn honestly all the 
dollara*be can, and to spend them just where he 
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Dleases. If we take those of our foreign popula 
tion who, by dint of industry and intelligence, have 
become fairly wealthy, perhaps it is the Frenchman 
who hankers most after hisown country. Henevet 
has exactly assimilated with the habits and cus- 
toms of his adopted country. His ideas of dien-étre 
are impossible outside of France. If he saves his 
money, cent by cent, dollar by dollar, he does if 
with the hope that he may buy some day or othe1 
a modest little property in a quiet corner of a 
French department ana there end his days. If he 
is a Parisian, the impulse to return is paramount 
Still, there are not a great many who leave the 
United States. The German mixes better with 
the American. In the West he becomes especiaily 
enthusiastic as to the welfare of his new country. 
Herises with his surroundings, the newer ideas 
seem to expand him, and he thoroughly appreciates 
a freer life. Sober in speech, he does not express 
it aloud, but internally he glories in an escape from 
tutelage. As he makes money and grows wealthy 
a desire to return to his country may steal over 
him. He has the faint idea that he may like it, 
though a little bit uncertain. If he is married toa 
woman from his country, they may’go back to Ger- 
many. It is a tentative visit. It is the woman 
who first does not like it. They have both. they 
discover, outgrown their country. They appreciate 
still the physical side of German life, but feel the 
restraints. They know not what it is, but some 
thing like a sense of mental confinement annoys 
them. On the part of their kinsmen and friends 
they see the repression of so many things with a 
childish obedience on their part to minor regula. 
tions that the visitors feel something like pity for 
their own countrymen. They do stay awhile in 
Germany, but are delighted to come back. Of this 
we may be very certain, thatthe American German 
who goes to his birthplace, even for a short visit, 
invariably induces many of his countrymen to 
leave theirown country. Weread in Enelish re- 
views a great deal of stuff of a Continental charac 
ter in regard to the Irish, who have always their 
hearts in the “Old Sod.” but once they come to 
America, whether they do well or ill, the number 
of those who go back can hardly be counted. The 
Italian is said, when he becomes wealthy, to mi- 
grate back again to hisown country, yet the Ameri- 
can Italians in Italy are exceedingly few. Coming 
home to a race nearer to us, the Engiishman, 
though he may grumble at America and laud Eng- 
land while here, when on a visit to Engtand is sure 
to abuse England and eulogize the United States. 
Once he has made his way inthe United States 
there is none more deeply rooted in the new soil 
than your Americanized John Bull. 
cctools 

Mr. Ruskin, who has just recovered from 
a serious illness, has had a much wider range 
of readers in this country than in his own, and 
probably the number and ardor of his admirers are 
as great here as they are there. Inthisthereis 2 
somewhat curious example of how circumstances 
may extend a man’s reputation in spite of his own 
constant efforts to direct and confine its course. 
With his keen and peculiar artistic temperament> 
Mr. Ruskry has always found in this new country 
much that he could not love and wouid not ad- 
mire; but it is here that his books haye been read 
the most—here, perhaps, that the English editions 
sell higher than in London. It is impossi- 
ble in either place to buy in the book 
stores complete sets of his own editions 
Many were out of print years ago, and some are 
searcer than Elzevirs. Even were one able to get 
them all, the editions would not be uniform. 
He has printed them in all manner of sizes 
and all manner of styles. while several pub 
lishers were engaged to issue them. When it 
has been possible to buy his books, the editions 
were not only too small for general circulation, but 
the prices were toohigh. His newest work, ** Ar- 
rows of the Chace,” costs $15in the ordinary edi- 
tion and $30 in the large paper. A complete set of 
his “Fors Clavigera’—being letters to working 
men—costs about $50, which is no small sum 
for a working man to pay for books. Early 
and most desirable issues of his ‘“* Modern 
Painters,” ‘“‘Seven Lamps,” and “ Stones 
of Venice,” in all nine volumes, are 
valued in boards at theround sumof $400 and 
sometimes more; indeed, a Broadway publisbing 
house recently displayed in its window a set for 
which $500 was asked. In contrast with these 
prices, Ruskix’s works in American editions, 
as is well known, can be bought at 
corresponding to those paid here for other 
English authors of this time, and a hand: 
somely bound large-size edition of the nine 
volumes, with plates made after the English ones, 
can be obtained for less than one-fifth the cost of 
the English edition. Copies of this edition and of 
chéaper ones bave found their way in large num- 
pers to England. Among many characteristic 
stories that are told of Ruskin is one that when cer- 
tain of his hooks had been printed he had the en- 
tire edition taken out of London, thus forcing pur- 
chasers to makea pilgrimage into the country in 
orderto buy them. Many authors have lived to 
see their reputations rise and broaden with each 
year: but Rusxrn is probably the only one who has 
seen the early editions of his works take their 
places among the rare and most expensive volumes 
in the English language. Last year a copy of his 
** Modern Painters” sold in this City at auction for 
$200—within $30 of the price that was paid the same 
evening for a second folio Shakespeare.

Mrs. Kuistic Solum, widow of Ole Larson 
Solum, died in Minnesota, March 10, aged 110 years. 
She never smoked, but she could read without 
glasses to the day of her death. 


The Oswego Times says that the students of 
Madison University petitioned the Facnity for a 
vacation of a week, and, being refused, all left for 
home, intending to take the vacation without per- 
mission. 

Mr. Benjamin F. Porter, of San Fernando, 
Los Angeles County, Cal., has offered to give 1,0u0 
acres of land and 1,000 sacks of barley annually 
for five years provided the California Normal 
School is located there. 


The Rochester Express claims that Michael 
Gannue, of that city, is 108 years old, and is in 
fair health. He isa native of Canada, His wife, 
also of Canadian birth, died last January at the age 
of 103 years. He has 16 children and 70 grand- 
children. He smokes. 


In its blind rage, the Danville (Va.) News is 
now accusing Senator Mahone of haying printed 
and using tissue baliots at Petersburg when he was 
Chairman of the Conservative-Democratic Party 
there. And yet the Democrats have always as- 
serted that the elections in Virginia, at least, were 
fair. 


A girl named Lizzie Barton pleaded guilty, 
at Clinton, Ill., on Wednesday, of horse-stealing, 
and was sent tothe county jail for 24 hours, she 
being too young to go to State prison on that 
charge. She also pleaded guilty of arson, and on 
this was sentenced to the penitentiary at Joliet for 
one year. 

Mrs. Mary N. Bliss, of Columbus, Ohio, has 
given $10,000 to Kenyon College for the building of 
a new hall to be called ‘“‘Hubbard Hall,” as a 
memorial to her deceased brother, George Hub- 
bard.

Elizabeth Thompson, of this City, who has repeat- 
edly come to the relief of the sufferers by flood and 
pestilence in New-Orleans, and has on more than 
one occasion iiberally subscribed in aid of the asso- 
ciation thus honoring her. 


The Boston Herald says that the original 
deed given by the Indians conveying the Township 
of Marlboro, Mass., to Abraham Williams and Jo- 
seph Pitts, the grantees, was recently discovered 
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among the personal effects of the late Mrs. Nancy 
Cathill, of Marlboro. The document, which is on 
parchment, bears date June 11 and 12, 1684, It is 
signed by 26 Indians. The sum received by the In- 
dians for the tract was £31. 


A Hartford lawyer some time ago lent a 
teamster 27 cents, and the other day brought suit 
inthe Municipal Court for that sum and 5 cents 
interest. The Recorder went over the interest 
problem himseif, and, finding that the avaricious 
attorney bad made it too much by 1 cent, deducted 
that sum from the bill. The case was defaulted, 
and an execution was issued against the debtor 
amounting, costs and all, to $3 48. 


A telegram from Davenport, Iowa, to the 
Chicago Times says: ‘* Mrs. I. J. Ely, of New-York, 
has given Griswold College, in this city, $5,000 for 
a residence for Prof. Barris, of the Divinity School. 
Her husband gave $20,000 ten years ago to endow 
the Ely chair occupied by Prof. Barris, and after- 
ward gaye the late Bishop Lee $15,000 for the 
cathedral. which the Bishop built at an expense of 
nearly $100,000.”’ 

The Trustees of the University of Pennsyl- 
tania have formally accepted the $100,000 endow- 
ment by Joseph Wharton for the establishment of a 
branch, to be known as the Wharton School of 
Finance and Esonomy. The school is to have a 
Principal. or Dean, and five Professors, and its 
object will be to provide for young men special 
means of training and of correct instruction in 
modern finance and economy, both public and 
private. 

What looks like a deficiency amounting to 
about $50,000 has been discovered in the books cf the 
late State Treasurer, who is now the Governor, of 
Arkansas, and’Gov. Churchill on the last day of the 
session of the Legislature sent in a special Message 
urging the appointment of a committee of investi- 
gation. He said that‘he felt confident that an in- 
vestigation would show that only clerical errors had 
been made, and that there is ‘‘no deficit whatever 
in the Treasurer’s settlement,’ but if it should

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THE ITALIAN OPERA. 

The performance of ‘‘La Favorita’’ last 
night at the Academy of Music was witnessed by 
san audience which filled the house. The character 
of the representation was generally good, but there 
Was an element lacking to create enthusiasm in the 
first portions of the opera, and accordingly there 
Was less expression of appreciation than usual. 
The cast surely could not be strengthened in any 
respect. Miss Cary’s Leonora is well Known to 
be one of the most effective réles of her réper- 
toire. She well last night, but it must 
be said that she was uneven in the quality of her 
work, and the evidence was afforded in the calm- 
ness With which ‘* Ah, mic Fernando”’ was received 
by theaudience. This cavatina is usually demand- 
ed a second time. but was not called for again. 
Signor Galassi was also somewhat disappointing. 
He has not been heard before in the part of 
Alfonso, and possibly the expectation of a 
great success was too strongly entertained by 
the many admirers of this accomplished singer, 
Signor Galassi‘’s representation, as might be ex- 
pected from him, was a powerful performance. 
It is hardly worth while to say that in the mat- 
of natural voice and the acquired art of sing- 
ing he was entirely satisfactory, but it may be 
said also that the rdle of Alfonso is not one 
of his most happy dramatic personations, as it has 
been seen for this first time. There was so 
much of excellence, however, that criticism is 
out of place. Signor Campanini, though evidently 
out of condition, made the triumph of the evening 
as Fernando. He is still a severe sufferer from 
the effects of the cold which for a fornight forbade 
his appearance at all, and itis all the more to his 
credit that being in poor voice he was able to sing 
so acceptably. The art of the vocalist, which it is 
universally admitted he possesses in the very high- 
est degree, was well illustrated by his management 
of his voice. Considered simply as an exhibition 
of the power of the will and vast musical inteili- 
gence, his performance was a wonderful one. 
No other tenor, even in the best condition, 
could have been more effective than Signor 
Campanini, and when he improved the occasion he 
selected the most telling points. At the end of: 
the third act he was thrice called before 
the curtain, but each time, with character- 
istic modesty, he brought his fellow-artists 
with him, Finally, he was obliged to appear 
alone, when he was greeted with the most enthusi- 
astic cheers. More than a passing word should be 
said of the dancing of Mme. Cavalazzi last nignt. 
She was several times recalled, and deserved all 
the applause she received. Neither the orchestra 
nor chorus was as good as usual, and in conse- 
quence there was a stiffness about the performance 
that pervaded it in every part. It was a represen- 
tation of occasiona) decided merit, but was un- 
even and by no means entirely satisfactory.

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THE GREAT FIRE IN PARIS 


BURNING OF THE PRINTEMPS DRY 
GOODS ESTABLISHMENT. 
A FIRE THAT SET ALL PARIS TALKING— 
NARROW ESCAPE OF THE ATTENDANTS— 
M. JALUZOT’S LOSS—-THE BALL AT THE 
PRESIDENT’S. 

Paris, March 11.—Since Wednesday 
morning nobody talks in Paris about any- 
thing except the conflagration of the Prin- 
temps, that great shop which had become, in 
the course of its three years’ existence, almost 
the rival of the Bon Marché and the Louvre. 
In the street, at the Bourse, in private draw- 
ing-rooms, nothing is heard but what is M. 
Jaluzot going to do? How much has he lost? 
How far is he covered by insurance? What- 
ever will become of his 800 unfortunste clerks 
and shop-girls thus thrown out of employment, 
a great many utterly without resources? This 
formed the universal theme of conversation at 
the brilliant ball of the Elysée last night 
among the 8,000 guests invited by the chief 
Executive of France. No one can give any- 
thing like a description of that féte; like all 
official fétes, it was too crowded to see any- 
thing, except a dense throng of ladies and 
gentlemen, in rich gala dresses and showy unl- 
forms, contrasting with those dismal black 
coatsimposed by fashion as ‘‘ proper form” for 
festivities and funerals. You mever, save 
by the accident, meet persons 
whom you want to meet at an official 
féte, so that I shall not attempt to 
say who all were present, although I learned 
from others that the American colony was 
largely and fairly represented. I did see Mrs. 
Gauthrot, from New-Orleans, the acknowl- 
edged beauty of Paris, with her diamond 
crescent in her hair, and admired her toilet of 
garnet-colored and ‘‘ Aurore’? damask, with 
flounces of Alencon point lace, and asking a 
ladv whom I know, ‘‘ How will it be in the 


merest 


i course of an hour ?” was answered, “ Tatters.” 


Mrs. Winterford, too, was splendidly gotten 
up in ruby-colored velvet, with rubies 


! and diamonds wherever they could be placed. 


Velvet, although becoming, ‘ was hardly 
the thing for that temperature, even 
if it had atrimming of priceless old Mechlin 
cobwebs, and I think that her pretty daughter 
must have felt more comfortable in tulle and 
satin of pale blue, with epaulets of Bengal 
roses. Then there was a Mrs. Hayes, who 
wore a dress of the period of HenrilII., in 
‘** moonlight’? damask, arabesqued with beads 
ail over the front of the skirt, and a square 
train, and roses round the neck, with dew- 
drops of diamonds hanging therefrom, and 
a great bouquet of diamonds on the cor- 
sage. There also was a Mme. de Clermont, 
in black satin and jet, and an immense 
wreath of roses of three shades, and a still 
more immense train, on which people walked 
and wiped their feet when they did not kick 
it out of the way. These I saw, asl also saw 
that Mme. Grévy, who did the honors very 
nicely, wore black and mauve satin, and had 
mauve feathers and marigolds in her hair, 
while the daughter of the house was in white 
satin, with tulle fixings, but, for the life of me, 
I could not write another line of truth about 
any other get-up. The diplomatic corps was 
‘on hand in full strength, but kept to itself, 
severely, in its specially reserved saloon; 
so were all the General ofticers either stationed 
in the capital or within yix hours’ access to it. 
Nor was there a single Minister absent, nor the 
employe of any Ministry, civil or military, 
and only a few of the most simple-minded and 
ingenuous expressed their wonderment that 
the coming man, Leon Gambetta by name, 
** although on the best of terms with the Presi- 
dent of the republic, is never a guest at any 
féte at the Elysée.” 

And so having disposed of the last scene of 
joy and gladness, I shall turn to the one of sor- 
row end mourning by which it was immedi- 
ately preceded. It was about 5:30 on Wednes- 
day morning that M. Jaluzot was awakened 
by his servant with the information that some- 
thing had gone wrong. How John Thomas 
first got the alarm seems uncertain: one story 
has it that a Captain of the line, driving along 
the Boulevard Haussmann, saw the flames and 
smoke in a lower story and aroused the 
porter, who, being stationed there to 
be vigilant, had, naturally, gone to 
sleep; according to another version, said 
porter dropped a lamp on a pile of muslin 
and so set fire to the premises. However, M. 
Jaiuzot jumped up and, smelling the smoke 
which then filled the staircase, cailed to his 
wife to ‘save herself,’ and then sounded a 
horn which brought from their beds the 250 
employes who used to be lodged in the build- 
ing. Out they came, few of them with any- 
thing on except their night-gear, anda sauve 
guipeut began toward the entrance. But the 
great iron grating was locked, and the keys 
could not be found, and:the poor panic- 
stricken wretches might have been roasted be- 
fore assistance could come from without, for 
the flames were spreading rapidly, if M. Ja- 
luzot had not smashed bars and bolts with a 
hammer which by good luck had been forgot- 
ten in the vestibule. 

More than half an hour had passed since the 
first discovery of the disaster before a detach- 
ment of pompiers arrived with two hand- 
pumps, ‘and another 30 minutes were lost 
in fruitless efforts to open the water conduits 
of the Boulevard Haussmann. ‘Then five 
steam engines appeared, but of these only 
three could be got into battery, as for 
them, too, there was an _ insufficiency of 
water. Yet, the Fire Brigade worked stead- 
ily and gallantly, dashing into the midst of 
the furnace with its usual heroism. A 
most estimable corns is this Parisien Fire Bri- 
gade, so much sneered at by the would-be witty 
composers of café concert melodies; it is al- 
ways tothe forein moments of danger, and 
rarely comes out of action without the loss of 
some brave member who risks his life for the 
miserable stipend of not quite 9 cents per 
diem. About 9 A, M. two gas-meters ex- 
ploded—the main pipes were only cut by the 
gas company’s people at 3:30 P. M. At 10 
A. M. a piece of wall along the Rue du Havre 
fell,and just afterward the Prefect of Police, ac- 
companied by the ofiicers of the First. Second, 
Seventh, Eighth, and Ninth Arrondissements 
came on the ground, whither the Military Gov- 
ernor of Paris, Gen, Lambert, had already dis- 
patched ail the troops quartered in the Pép- 
iniére Barracks. By noon all danger of a 
spread of the conflagration to the neighboring 
houses was at an end, but the band-pumps and 
one of the steam engines continued to work 
away, pretty much without intermission, until 
after midnight, while the Police even now in- 
terrupt all circulation of pedestrians and vehi- 
cles within a distance of 200 yards, to the in- 
finite disappointment of the population, of 
which certainly ninety-nine hundredths, of all 
ages and classes, have visited the scene. 

From the very first moment no one enter- 
tained the shadow of a hope that the estab- 
lishment could be saved, but some of the mer- 
chandise in the celiars might have escaped, if 
it had been possible to get water enough, or if 
the pompiers could have begun to work ear- 
lier. I leave your readers to judge for them- 
selves of the chances of salvage with the 
means at the disposal of Col. Paris—five steam- 
pumps, six hand-pumps, and three fire-plugs, 
with such a quantity of water as could be car- 
ried to the spot in buckets. For more 
than a twelvemonth the very eflicient 
commander of the brigade has urged upon 
the Municipal Council the absolute ne- 
cessity of increasing the number of 
engines and of putting the Sapeur pompier de- 

ots in communication with the Police stations, 

y telegraph or telephone wires. The City 
Fathers have not even deigned to notice the 
Colonel’s communication, so busy are they in 
the laicization of hospitals and the transforma- 
tion of the names of streets, There isno doubt 
that it was a terrible fire. but it might have 
been infinitely more terrible if its ravages had 
not have been, happily, circumscribed within 
the building where it took its origin; as it is, 
although the facades of the neighboring bouses 
are smurched and blackened, [ have not 
learned that any one has suffered material 
damage. Happily, too, accidents to life and 
limb were few in number. The first accounts 
published set down the total of victims 
at 34, of whom 8 were reported killed. 
Since then we have received official returns, 
and know that thereis but 1 death—a cor- 

oral of the Fire Brigade, who tried tosave the 

,000f. left in the strong box of the silk de- 
partment—and 8 wounded, all of whom, with 
the exception of 2 employes of the shop, who, 
in their fright, jumped out of the first floor 
windows, belong to the Policeor the pompiers. 
In this number I do not, of course, include all 
the individuals who burned their fingers or 
were grazed by fragments of the crumbling 
walls, in their effort to secure some relic of the

astrong cordon between the crowd and the 
anger, as soon as they were posted, but there 
was a tremendous rush made at first, when 
bales’of silk and satin were pitched into the 
street. . 

I suppose that you will have already seen 
countless thrilling narratives of the disaster ; 
Ihave read at least a dozen, each more poign- 
ant than the other, but which I recognized 
as old familiar acquaintances, among them be- 
ing one where the episode of the poor little 
canary bird ‘‘ swinging in its gilded cage 
above the abyss of flame,’ is told, just as 
it is to be found in ‘‘ Barnaby ‘Rudge,” 
in the description of the ‘“‘ No Popery” 
riots. There is a, universal and sincere 
sympathy felt for M. Jaluzot, and still 
more for his much-to-be-pitied personnel. 
La Liberté and La Lanterne at once opened 
subscription lists in their bahalf, on the first of 
which appear the names of the munificent 
Pereire family for several thousand francs, 
while several other shops about starting have 
issued cards offering situations to all persons 
thrown out of employment by the destruction 
of the Printemps. What is M. Jaluzot’s lo-:s 
no one can yet say precisely; it has been 
estimated variously at from 9,000,000f. to 
20,000,000f., but I snould think it will scarcely 
exceed §,000,000f,, for which he was heavily 
insured with 17 companies, so that, except by 
the delay, he wiil, lam happy to say, not be 
so severely hit as was at first apprehended by 
his friends. All his personal effects, even to 
his watch and pocket-book, were, however, 
lost, as well as the magnificent jewelry of 
Mme. Jaluzot,which she had not time to carry 
away with her in her precipitate flight. 
Monsieur, as he teld some one in my hearing, 
was even obliged to borrow 50 cents from an 
acquaintance to pay the fiacre which took him 
to the Belle Jardiniére to get a suit of clothes, 
for, as I have told, he made his escape 
in nis dressing-gown and slippers. Most of 
the books have been gotten out, andso have 
two safes, with about 40,000f. in each, but 
the greater part of the money—something 
near 1,000,000f.—received during the three 
preceding days has, like the material, become 
the prey of the flames. For the present Mr. 
Jaluzot bas installed himself, with some of his 
chief clerks, in a hotel of the Rue d’Amster- 
dam, where they are busied with plans and 
projects for the reorganization of the Prin- 
temps, but as the old locality cannot be made 
ready for reoccupation before a twelvemonth, 
itis supposed that he willtake the Magasins 
de la Paix, about to be vacated. 
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FRIEDRICH KARL FRANZ HECKER. 

Friedrich Karl Franz Hecker, whose death 
was announced from St. Louis yesterday, was 
born Sept. 28, 1811, in Eichtersheim, Baden. He 
began the practice of law in Mannheim, and soon at- 
tained a distinguished position among his pro- 
fessional brethren. Having also devoted attention 
to politics, he was chosen in 1842 to occupy a seat 
in the second chamber of Baden. A Radical of the 
most pronounced type, he was the colaborer of 
Itzstein in disseminating the doctrines of that 
political sect. As a member of the Diet of 1846-7, 
he vigorously opposed the Liberal Ministry of 
Bekk, and voted against all taxation measures. 
Failing to receive the support of his party, 
he resigned his seat in March, 1847, and soon 
afterward took advantage of a fusion between the 
Democratic and Liberal elements to re-enter the 
Assembly. Asan associate of Struve. the Repub- 
lican and Socialist, he took an active part ina 
meeting at Offenburg Sept. 12, 1847, where the 
Radicals drew up their plans. He was there- 
upon charged with treason, but was al- 
lowed to retain his seat in the Chamber, 
where be continued to be the leader of 
the Extreme Left. He was alsoa member of the 
provisional Frankfort Parliament in 1848, but, find- 
ing his party hopelessly in the minority, he again 
allied himself with Struve, and endeavored, with 
the Insurrectionists in the south of Baden, to es- 
tablish a republican government in Germany. The 
defeat of Hecker and Struve at Kandern was fol- 
lowed by the retaking of Freiburg by the Govern- 
ment troops. While -a fugitive in Switzerland 
tecker established and edited the Volksfreund. 

Mr. Hecker emigrated to America in September, 
1848, but returned to Baden the following year in 
response to a call from the provisional Govern- 
ment. Arriving at Strasburg in July, and ascer- 
taining that the revolutionists had again been 
totally defeated, he immediately retraced bis steps 
and became a farmer in Belleville, Ill. In 1856 he 
took an active part in the aes of this country, 
delivering numerous speeches in behalf of the Re- 
publican Party. The outbreak ot the rebellion 
saw him in the field at the head of the Twenty- 
fourth Illinois regiment. He subsequently com- 
manded the LEighty-second Regiment, and 
while in action at the battle of Chan- 
cellorsville, May 10, 1863, was _ severely 
wounded. On recovering he _ reported for 
active duty to Gen. Grant. Soon after the engage- 
ment at Chattanooga, in which he participated as 
a Brevet Brigadier-General, he became a sufferer 
from rheumatism, and went back to his farm. It 
is said that a close friendship existed between 
Brig.-Gen. Hecker and the late President Lincoln, 
He took an active part in the last Presidential 
campaign, and as a contributor to Carl Schurz’s 
journal, the Westliche Yost, bitterly opposed the 
nomination of Gen. Grant foratbird term. The 
unbounded interest which he manifestea in all 
matters concerning the Turner societies of the 
country gained for him the title of ** Father of the 
Turners.”’ 
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SIR CHARLES REED. 

Sir Charles Reed, who was special English 
Commissioner to the Centennial Exhibition and 
Chairman of the Judges of Award on Education, 
died yesterday. He wastheson of the Rev. An- 
drew Reed, D. D., the philanthropist, and was 
born at Sonning, near Reading, Berkshire, June 20, 
1819. Throughout his life he was actively con- 
cerned in various charitable matters. He was a 
member of the English House of Commons from 
December, 1868, till April, 1874. Inthe latter year 
he was elected Chairman of the London School 
Board and was knighted. In 1876 he was one of 
the English Commissioners to the Centennial Exhi- 
bition, at Philadelphia, and two years later had a 
similar connection with the Paris Exposition, when 
for his services he was nominated an officer of the 
Legion of Honor. He became a Fellow of the So- 
ciety of Antiquaries as long ago as 1852, and in 1876 
received the degree of LL. D. from Yale College. 
In 1877 be was President of the Sunday-school 
Union of England and Wales. He was the author 
of a number of works relating to education. one of 
wh ch was “A Report on_ the Educational Depart- 
ment of the Philadelphia Exhibition.”

He was elect- 
ed a State Senator in 1857, and was twice re-elected. 

For a few 
years a neryous disorder has aftiicted him, causing 
him to withdraw from business. His death was 
hastened by a severe fall a week agu. 

Col. E. A. Roberts, the inventor and patentee 
of the successful torpedo for oil wells, died yester- 
day morning, after a brief illness, at the Hotel 
Brunswick, in Titusville, Penn, The deceased man 
was very widely known in the oil region; he was a 
prolific inventor and a man of great enterprise.

AGAINST HIGHER RENTS. 


—__>-_-——_ 
EAST SIDE GERMANS MEET TO ORGANIZE AN 
ANTI-RENT MOVEMENT. 

About 2,000 men, residents of the East Side, 
and principally Germans, with a half.dozen women, 
met in the Germania Assembly Rooms, in the 
Bowery, last evening, undera call of the Socialistic 
Labor Party, to start a movement to prevent land- 
lords on the East Side from raising rents on the Ist 
of May. Robert H. Bartolomee was elected 
Chairman; Ernest Schmid, Vice-Chairman; 
Mr. Bollock, English Secretary, and Mr. Got- 
lob Groezinger, German Secretary. Mr. Bartolo- 
mee in opening the meeting said that although 
it was called by the Socialistic Labor Party, it was 
not the intention of the party to make any poli- 
tical capital out of it. They felt it to be their duty, 
as representatives of the rights of labor, to call 
the meeting, and they wanted the gentlemen 
present to appoint their own committee, and 
pass their own resolutions, and form an Anti- 
Rent Party, independent of tbe Soclalistic 
Labor Party. ‘I believe it to be the duty 
of the working classes of New-York,” said the 
Chairman, ‘‘ to organize, and resist by all legal 
means the raising of their rent, unless the land- 
lords are willing to raise it all, and pay it for us. 
They claim that their property has increased in 
value, and this is given as a reason for raising the 
rents. We have no objection to,their indulging in 
this pleasant imagination if they want to do so, 
but they have no right to ask their tenants to pay 
au extra interest on thelr imagination. ‘The rent- 
payers are the largest class of persons in this City, 
and if you will only get to work now and organize 
in ward and district clubs, you will not have to pay 
more rent.” 

Isaac Bennett, the first English speaker, began by 
referring to @ nation across the water which is 
now struggling against the Lords who will that the 
people shall give them their labor. In Ireland the 
landlords are protected, and the men who till the 
soil have no right to say that one foct of the soil 
belongs to them. ‘The question in this country,” 
said the speaker, ‘‘is the same‘that it 1s in Ireland. 
{Applause.| Here you tind millions of acres of land 
simply rented out to the farmer, and they have got to 
toil for the benetit of the owners. But the system 
don’t stop with the land. The landlords come to 
us in our shops and say to us, you are getting too 
rich by your labor, and we want morerent. Have 
our wages gone up’ or Lave we been so prosper- 
ous during the last hard Winter that we can aftord 
to pay more rent? No, but with the vast emigra- 
tion coming to this country, the landlord knows that 
if you leave his house somebody else will take it at 
his price, and that is the secret of his demand 
tormorerent. It is for you to say whether you 
will be a lemonin the hands of the property-owner, 
to be squeezed dry at his own sweet will. Organ 
ize your clubs, be men, and demand your rights as 
men! Organize now, so that you will have an 
army which will enable you to keep your poor 
rooms in spite of your landlord, and then if he 
dares to put you out, we'll put him somewhere 
where he won't creep out again!’ [Applause.] 

S. Schinkowitz was somewhat more radical in 
his views than Mr. Bennett. He said that the land- 
lords were engaged in making a corner in tene- 
ment-houses. All the capitalists in the United 
States are trying to make ailthe money they can. 
In 1873 there was an anti-eviction movement, and 
in two months 50,000 people declared that 
they would pay no rents. “The jandlords 
couldn’t do anything then,’ said the speaker. 
“They couldn’t put 50,00 people into the streets. 
If you would all make up your minds not to pay 
any more rents in tenement-houses I would be 
more heartily with you than I am now, for the 
bouses are not tit for you or me tolivein. By 
raising the rents the landlords mean to degrade us 
siill lower. We shall be able to have but two 
rooms where we now have three. Don't be afraid 
toact. Dare the authorities to put you out! You 
have a right to your domicile, and 20 man hasa 
right to put you out. [Applause.] Act like men 
aud by the Istof June instead of paying $8 a 
month you will only pay $6." Several addresses in 
German were then made, and a Committee of 
Twenty-one was appoluted vo mature plans for 
action against the landiord. They were instructed 
to enter into relations with the different trade or- 
ganizations, and such Land Leagues as are honest, 
and not political swindles. ‘The meeting then ad- 
journed subject to the call of the committee.

AN EMINENT JURIST DEAD 


WILLIAM BEACH LAWRENCE'S LIFE 
AND SERVICES. 

HIS CAREER AS A DIPLOMATIST, LAWYER, 
WRITER, AND GOVERNOR—THE COMMEN- 
TARIES ON WHEATON’S GREAT WORK. 

Ex-Gov. William Beach Lawrence, of Rhode 
Island, the eminent jurist, died this morning at 1:55 
at the Albemarle Hotel, where he had been under 
medical treatment during the Winter. So farashis 
physician could discover, no traces of disease other 
than an impairment of the digestive organs exist- 
ed, notwithstanding his advanced age—he was in 
his eighty-first year. The ailment was aggravated 
by his persistent participation in labors which 
would have been exhaustive for a man of 40 
years. He was advised to seek recreation in a 
Southern trip, but preferred to come to this City 
and place himself in the bands of Dr. William A. 
Watson, of East Twenty-sixth-street. He was ac- 
customed totake much daily exercise untilhis con- 
dition recently rendered it absolutely necessary to 
keep within doors. When he was con‘ined to his bed 
he still insisted on being informed of current events, 
and the leading newspapers were read to him daily 
by his eldest son. He retained his remarkable 
mental faculties to the last. 

Ex-Gov. Lawrence was born in this City on the 
23d of October, 1800. The Lawrence family came 
to the New-Netherlands from England about the 
middle of the seventeenth century, bringing with 
them, in the ship Planter, a patent for 3,000 acres of 
land on Long Island, portions of which afterward 
constituted the towns of Flushing, Newtown, and 
Hempstead, The original document, bearing the 
royal seal, is stillsaid to be in existence. The 
father of ex-Gov. Lawrence was Isaac Lawrence, 
the President of the New-York branch cf the Bank 
of the United States and a Presidential Elector on 
the ticket headed by John Quincy Adams. — His 
mother was Cornelia Beach, a daughter of the 
Rey. Abraham Beach, D. D., who for many years 
was associate Rector of Trimty Church. The sub- 
ject of this sketch entered Columbia College, from 
which he was graduated sin 1818, and subse- 
quently studied law. He was admitted to prac- 
tice in 1821, and visited Europe immediately after- 
ward, accompanied by his wife. He passed two 
years in England, France, and Italy, availing him- 
selr of a Winter in Paris, as well to attend 
a course of lectures on political economy 
by Say as to_ frequent the school of 
law. In going abroad, Mr. Lawrence enjoyed 
every advantage which an American couid well 
possess to facilitate his objects of intellectual and 
social improvement. President Monroe gave him 
letters of introduction to Jefferson and Madison, 
to Mr. Rush, then American Minister in London, 
and to Lord Holland, and with these and similar 
letters to all the diplomatic representatives of the 
United States, signed by John Quincy Adams, then 
Secretary of State, his opportunities for European 
intercourse became exceedingly valuabie. From 
Mr. Jefferson he was the bearer of a letter to the 
Marquis de Lafayette, who, asa member of the 
Chamber of Deputies in the reign of Louis XVIII, 
was then struggling, at no little personal hazard, 
for constitutional liberty. Mr. Lawrence was af- 
terward present at Lafayette’s recital to Mr. 
Sparks of the circumstances which haa induced 
him to embark in the American-revolution, as well 
as of the interesting details connected with his in- 
tercourse with Gen. Washington and the eyents of 
the Revolutionary war. 

When Albert Gallatin was appointed Minister to 
England in 1826, recognizing the attention which 
Mr. Lawrence had given to subjects fitting him for 
diplomatic employment, he asked that he should be 
named Secretary of the Legation. When Mr.Galiatin 
returned to America in 1827 Mr. Lawrence was ap- 
pointed Chargé d’ Affaires, a position which he filled 
lo the satisfaction of President Adams and the 
Secretary of State, Mr. Clay. While in London he 
was amember of the Political Economy Ciub, to 
which McCulloch, Grote. the historian, and others 
of like repute belonged, and he contributed to 
the Westminster Review. With the change of Ad- 
ministration, in 1829, he returnea to New-York and 
for several years devoted himself to the prac- 
tice of his profession and to general literary 
pursuits. From 1836 to 1845 he was Vice- 
President of the New-York Historical Society, 
among whose printed proceedings are to be found 
au number of his papers. One of these, ‘* The 
Origin and Nature of the Representative and Fed- 
erative institutions of the United States,” attracted 
considerable attention at the time of its pre- 
sentation. Among other library contributions of 
his which appeared about this time was one 
entitled ‘An Inquiry into the Causes of the Public 
Distress,’’ and another, *‘ History of the Negotia- 
tions in Reference to the Eastern and North-east- 
ern Boundaries of the United States.” His law 
partner was Hamilton Fish, afterward Secretary of 
State. His argument before the Court of Errors, 
in 1845, is remembered as an examination of the 
law of *‘ charitable uses” in its relation to religious 
societies. He was successful in getting reversed, by 
a vote of 14to 3, the decision of the Chancellor, 
which had given to a small minority of a congrega- 
tion the church property on the ground of a devia- 
tion of the majority trom the doctrines of the 
founders. 

In 1850 Mr. Lawrence removed to his estate on 
Ochre Point, Newpert, R. 1. The following year the 
Democratic Party was successful for the first time in 
along period, and elected him Lieutenant-Governor. 
Upon the death of the Executive not long after- 
ward he became Governor of the State. Through 
his instrumentality an act for the abolishment of 
imprisonment for debt passed one branch of the 
Legislature, but it was not until 1870 tnat the ob- 
noxious feature was removed from the statute- 
book. Gov. Lawrence was also instrumental in 
defeating the passage of a stringent prohibitory 
liquor law. possessing ali the features of the Maine 
Liquor law. The act cost him his re-election, 
so strongly developed was the popular feeling in 
favor of this peculiar statute. Another cause of 
hostility to him. was his opposition to the provision 
in the constitution of Rhode Island which discrimi- 
nates between native and naturalized citizens. In 
1872-38 ex-Gov. Lawrence delivered a course of 
lectures at the Columbian University, 
town, D. C., on international law, 
appointed afterward Professor of this department 
in the university. About this time, the law school 
in Boston conferred on him the same honorary title. 
Brown University also honored him with the de- 
gree * Doctor Utriusque Legis,”’ and by the Univer- 
sity of New-York he was complimented with LL. 
D. He was also admitted to membership in the 
British Association of Social Science, and to several 
otber learned bodies in England and on the Conti- 
nent. The British association named himin 186 a 
member of ihe commission to prepare an interna- 
tional law. 

Mr. Lawrence published during a half century 
numerous erticles, political, economical, and ju- 
dicial, in diferent journals and reviews of this 
country and Europe, and also a large num.ber of 
pamphiets. Among the latter are **A Translation 
of the History of Louisiana, by Barbe Marbois,”’ 
“A Course of Political Economy,” ‘* Coloni- 
zation and History of New-Jdersey,” “ Visi- 
tation and Search in Time of Peace,” “The 
Indirect Claims of the United States under 
the ‘Treaty of Washington of May 8, 1871, 
as Submitted to the ‘Tribunal of Arbitration at 
Geneva,” and “* Belligerent and Sovereign Rights as 
Regards Neutrals during the War of the Secession.”’ 
This last was an argument delivered by him before 
the mixed commission on American and British 
claims at Newport in the case of the ship Circas- 
sian. He received, by the way, in this case a re- 
tainer of $40.000, one of the largest fees which 
ever fell to the lot of an American lawyer. A 
notable part of the literary activity of Mr. Lawrence 
attaches itself to the works of Henry Wheaton, of 
whom he was an intimate friend. Mr. Wheaton 
died in 1848, leaving his family in great des- 
titution, and for their benefit Mr. Lawrence 
undertook a publication of Wheaton’s ** Elements 
of International Law.” The first edition anno- 
tated by him and preceded by a notice of the au- 
thor was published in 1855. It was immediately 
adopted as a text-book by the English universities 
and by that Government as well. Congress also 
ordered a large number of copies for the use of 
American Ministers and Consuls, and the work has 
been translated into Japanese and Chinese. At 
the time of his death Mr. Lawrence had com- 
pleted four of the six volumes o? a commentary in 
French, in which, while the order of Wheaton’s 
“Elements” is followed, the matter itself is entire- 
ly original. 

The wife of Mr. Lawrence ‘was Hettie Gracie, 
daughter of Archibald Gracie, one of the leading 
merchants of New-York at the time of thefr mar- 
riage, in 1821. She died in 1858. Three sons and 
two daughters were born to them, all of whom 
survive their father. One of the sons is Brig.-Gen. 
Albert Gallatin Lawrence, who was Minister to 
Costa Rica under President Johnson: another is 
Isaac, who was on the Democratic ticket for Goy- 
ernor of Rhode Island when it was defeated 
in 1878. A daughter is the wife of Baron von 
Klenck, whose distinguished services in the 
Franco-Prussian war won him the decora- 
tion of the TIron Cross. Ex-Govy. Lawrence 
leaves a considerable inheritance to be divided 
among them. Sixty-five acres of land which he 
purchased at Ochre Point, in 1882, for $12,000, so 
multiplied in value that he was able to dispose of 
less than one-third the original purchase for $200,- 
000. This portion is now occupied by the elegant 
Summer villas of the Lorillards, Senator George 
H. Pendleton, and Fairman Rogers. He also owned 
two stores in Dey-street, property on Broadway, 
and 40 lots on Madison-avyenue, between Ninety- 
sixth and Ninety-seventh streets. His library at 
Ochre Point contains 10,000 volumes, many of 
them being rare. It is especially rich in 
volumes on international law. During his iii- 
ness he was attended by his cousin Dr. Abram 
Beach Carter, Rector of Grace Chapel. The family 
burial ground of the Lawrences, on the outskirts 
of Newtown, Long Island, is still kept up, and it is 


probable that the remains of the ex-Governor will 
there be interred.

THE REMAINS OF WILLIAM PENN. 
From the Philadelphia Times, March 20. 

The movement now on foot to remove the 
body of William Penn to this city has brought to 
light the fact that two young Philadelphians, W. H. 
and J. P. Dean, now residing at Thurlow, near 
Chester, some time ago made an effort in the same 
direction. The only connection they have with the 


family is through a sister of their brother-in-law, 
who was bequeathed a portion of the Penn inheri- 
tance by the last scion of the race who bore that 
name. She wasin no way related tothe family. but 
was for some years housekeeper to Richard Penn, 
who died some years ago at Richmond, England. 
He left her invested funds to the amount of about 
$125,000 and other property. The overtures of the 
young Philadelphians were courteously but firmly 
rejected by the Society of Friends having charset 


the graveyard. They declined to permit the remov- 
al, as they disapproved of breaking the family 
group that sleep beneath the turf of the old Buck- 
ingbamshire inclosure. 
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A STREET-CLEANING BILL. 
_—-_»-—- 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Anew broom sweeps clean; and the new 
street-cleaning bill, if it vests sufficient power in 
one man and holds him responsibe, will, no doubt, 
for a while, give us clean streets. But the disposi- 
tion, proposed to be made inthe bill, of the dirt 
removed, is most unwise and injudicious, viz., 
to spend $250,000 to build vessels to take the dirt off 
the mouth of this harbor and dumpit. Itwoulddo 
far less damage to the City, in ‘the end, if they 


would pile the dirt up in the middle of Central 
Park until it made a hill as high as Monte Testac- 
cio, in Rome, than to dump it off the mouth of the 
harbor, 

The stupidity of the proposed disposition seems 
extraordinary for the nineteenth century, when 
the exigencies of the foreign commerce of this port 
are well known. 

irst.—The upper end of this City is surrounded 
with sunken lots and marshes, that both health 
and business require to.be filled. The best filling 
in the world for these malarious lots is coal-ashes; 
it makes a solid, compact filling, furnishes alkali 
enough to neutralize the malarial elements in these 
sunken lots. The ashes so disposed of would create 
property worth at least $100,000 a year; and there 
are sunken lots enough throughout the City, and 
in the immediate neighborhood, to take the ashes 
for the next 50 years at far less expense than it 
costs to boat them to the mouth of the harbor. 
The ashes dumped in the mouth of the harbor 
make shoals almost as solid as rock, and as danger- 
ous to vessels as a coral reef. A hundred thousand 
dollars a year is a very small estimate for the an- 
nual damage to the harbor produced by this dump- 
ing of ashes. 

Second.—the street-sweepings are excellent ma- 
nure, and Long Island contains more than five 
hundred square miles of light, sandy land that re- 
quires just such a dressing to make it productive, 
and ‘{ spread upon this land it would return, an- 
nually, crops enough to almost pay the entire ex- 
pense of such disposition of the street-sweepings. 
Judge Hilton has repeatedly offered to take these 
sweepings if some reasonable arrangement could 
be made to deliver them to him at Hunter's Point. 

2 hird.—The swill and garbage is‘not only valuable 
as a manure, but is sufficient to support thousands 
of hogs, and could all be utilized, either as manure 
or as food for hogs, at great profit to the City. The 
$250,000 to be wasted on sea-going vessels is more 
than sufficient forall the constructions to utilize 
as above the street-sweepings, ashes, and garbage. 

Under proper management by an intelligent man, 
vested with sufficient power, and with no more 
money than is at present paid. every street in the 
City might be swept every 24 hours, and every pound 
of the sweepings, ashes, and garbage be removed 
and utilized ina way to produce no nuisance, but 
to bring a large return to the public, instead of 
being wasted or applied, as this bill proposes, to 
ruin the harbor. 

To do this a man must have control of the busi- 
ness for a term of years, so as to enable him to 
make his arrangements for vacant lots to fill, for 
lanas to fertilize, and for customers for manure 
and swill. The sewers carry out as much stuff into 
tne harbor as it is safe to allow to go there, and it 
ought to be a criminal offense to allow any ashes 
or garbage or street-sweepings to be dumped into 
the harbor or off the mouth of the harbor. By 
the practice now pursued, and by this bill proposed 
to be continued, of dumping the street-cleanings 
at the mouth of the harbor, the City as a great 
commercial port is slowly but surely committing 
suicide. 

Another glaring defect of the bill is that, instead 
of requiring the streets to be swept, and the sweep- 
ings, ashes, and garbage rita tke every 24 hours, 
unless prevented by snow and ice, it leaves every- 
thing at the discretion of the Mayor, even to the 
money to be spent—it may be $1,000,000, or it may 
be $10,000,000 a year. There is no limit fixed. 

The Legislature will doubtless give us any rea- 
sonable law we may ask for, but don’t let us jump 
out of the frying-pan into the fire. The situation 
now is bad enough and expensive enough. 
There is one man in the City, John W. Ambrose, 
who krows all about this street-cleaning problem, 
and whom the committee and the Mayor would do 
well to consult before their bill becomes a law.

CHEESE THAT'S NOT CHEESE 


—_——_—-< 
INVESTIGATING THE ARTICLE 
MADE IN PART OF LARD. 
JHREATENED RUIN TO FOREIGN TRADE 
—DEALERS WHO THINK IT RIGHT TO 
SELL THE IMITATION ARTICLE AND SAY 

NOTHING ABOUT IT. 

The Assembly Committee on Public Health 
began lis sessions in this City yesterday morning, 
at the Butter, Cheese, and Egg Exvhange, No. 309 
Greenwich-street. The object of the meetings is 
to investigate lard cheese, which has lately been 
thrown upon the market to compete with the 
genuine dairy article, and oleomargarine, witha 
view to finding what legislation is necessary to pro- 
ject the interests of the cheese and butter trades 
from the injury threatened by the production of 
the spurious articles. N. M. Fenner, of Chautau- 
qua, the Chairman of the Committee; T. D. 
Roberts, of Oneida; George Campbell, of Albany; 
R. A. Derrick, of Rensselaer; William Lewis, of 
Delaware; C. Donoho, of this City, and Richard J. 
Newman, of Kings, were present yesterday. F. 
W. Crapsey, one of the manufacturers of lard but- 
ter, was present, and suggested several questions, 
which the Chairman put after the committee haa 
done with the witnesses. 

Mancelia Folsom, of No, 70 Warren-street, was 
the first witness. He said that about 39,000,000 
boxes of cheese were produced annually in the 
United States, of which about 14,000,000 were pro- 
ducea in New-York. The advance in the quality 
of American cheese had been gradual and continu- 
pus, until now the finest grades are looked upon in 
England as almost, if not quite, equal to the finest 
Eaglish grades. An adulterated cheese, contain- 
ing lard as an ingredient, had made its appear- 
ance, and threatened to have a disastrous effect 
upon our export trade, which had been growing 
steadily for years. The appearance of this lard 


cheese was very deceptive, and it was sold in the 
market as the genuine article. One of the largest 
exporters in this City had been utterly deceived by 
it, and had sent it to Europe as dairy cheese. Of 
course, when the English people learned that they 
had been deceived, they would lose canfi- 
dence in American cheese, and the effect would 
prove most disastrous to foreign trade in this arti- 
cle. A great deal of the lard used in the manufac- 
ture of this imitation cheese was from diseased 
hogs, and when the fact became known our cheese 
would be banished from the English markets as 
our pork has been banished from France. The wit- 
ness was not prepared to say that lard cheese was 
not wholesome, but he thought some legislation 
was necessary to protect the genuine dairy inter- 
ests of the country. George 8S. Hart, of No. 35 
Pearl-street, agreed with Mr. Folsom, and thought 
the spurious cheese should be branded, so that all 
consumers might know what they were buying. 
Alexander McAdam, of No. 85 Broadway, feared 
that the shipping of lard cheese to Europe as the 
genuine article would result in destroying all con- 
fidence in our cheese, and ruin the magnificent 
export trade which it has taken so much time 
and labor to build up. William Jeffreys, the 
next witness, thought the manufacture of the 
spurious cheese was hardly entensive enough yet to 
materially afiect the price of the — article, 
but the subject was certainly serious enough to 
require legislation for the protection of the cheese 
interest. Merely branding the goods, he thought. 
would not reach the root of the evil, as dealers 
generally removed the distinguishing bandages 
and labels before offering the counterfeit article 
forsale. In order'to protect the trade, legislation 
which would reach the business in all its ramifica- 
tions was absolutely necessary. All goods shipped 
to or from this City should be subject to inspec- 
tion by an Inspector. acting under the auspices of 
the various Exchanges, and adulterated goods not 
marked as such should be confiscated. He con- 
sidered that lard cheese was unhealthful. He was 
‘informed that the goods were manufactured from 
Geodorized anima! fats, and as a prevalent disease 
among hogs is scrofula he saw no reason why it 
should not be transmitted to those persons who 
consumed the lard cheese. Good lard cheese, when 
purchased by persons who do not know its charac- 
ter. will bring several cents more per pound than 
skim cheese, because it resembles a finer quality of 
dairy cheese so closely that none but an expert 
can detect it. 

James M. Benham, of the firm of Thomas & Ben- 
bam, No. 108 Broad-st., said he had heard of lard 
cheese being sold in this market, and his firm had 
sold a lot for the export trade. He was not pre- 
pared to say that he thought the placing of this 
cheese on the market would permanently injure 
the dairy interests of the country. He believed the 
lot sold by his firm was sold on its merits as cheese, 
and that it was not sold specifically as lard cheese. 
Mr. Benham thought it was unnecessary to tell his 
customers the nature of the article they were buy- 
‘ing, as they all knew from the:newspapers that a 
‘stock of lard cheese was coming to_ this 
City to be sold. ‘“ Very many _ dealers,” 
said Mr. Benham, “look upon it as an 
improvement over the skim cheese, and [ 
should regard any improvement in an article 
of foodasagoodthing.”” The witness thought 
lard cheese was an experiment at present, and he 
was in favor of giving it a chance to make its way. 
The sale of it as cheese might injure our trade in, 
Europe fora time, until the prejudice against it 
wore away, but the witness thought this effect 
would be only temporary. From the specimens: 
which he had seen he thought ‘no ordinary dealer - 
would distinguish the lard cheese from the pure 
product. The lard seemed to give to it more body 
and richness than was possessed by the ordinary 
skim cheese. James Evans, Mr. Benham’s sales- 
man, agreed with his principal, and declared that 
he did not think it necessary to call the attention 
of his customers to the fact that they were buying 
lard cheese. 

Thomas Ballantine, a-sturdy Englishman, who 
owns a large cheese factory at Stratford, Ontario, 
was called to the stand. He is now on his way to 
Europe, where he does a large business in cheese, 
and said he was familiar with the cheese markets 
of the world. ‘‘I have never had anything to do 
“with lard cheese,” he said, **but I have examined 
one of them. The lard is added to the milk to 
make up for the want of the cream. The cheese 
lucked the aroma which comes from the oils of the 
cream, and which no fat can possibly give it. As’ 
an expert I could tell the difference, but itisa 
very successful imitation,,and very deceptive. 
This country is a great .exporter of cheese, 
and I am quite confident’ that if Englishmen 
once discover the existence of this a ae arti- 
cle, and that they are liable to deceived 
into buying it, the discovery will thoroughly de- 
moralize your trade in Euro American cheese” 
bas been steadily gaining in favor in England, and 
our Fali goods are superior to three-quarters of the 
best English cheeses. If lard is now introduced into 
‘the article, we shalllose all that we have gained. 
‘and arouse again the old prejudice which we fought 
s0 long to overcome.”’ When asked to suggest a. 
cemedy, Mr. Ballantine said the manufacture of 
lard cheese could not be stopped, but that it should 
be labeled as lard cheese, so that consumers might 
know what they were buying. 

Frederick W. Leggett, of No. 39 Pearl-street, 
testified to the same effect, and said that nearly all 
the oleomargarine sold in this market was retailed 
‘to consumers as pure butter. It had had a most 
‘disastrous effect on the butter trade. and some 
law should be passed to protect buyers. Edwin 
Caswell. of Ingersoll, Ontario; Joseph H. Groht, of 
No. 311 Greenwich-street, and C. A. Butler, of No. 
307 Greenwich-street, all declared that the sale of 
ard cheese and oleomargarine was injuring the 
cneese and butter trade. Charles D. Sabin, of No. 
25 Broad-st., was called to the stand and shown an 
advertisement in which his name appeared as in- 
dorsing oleomargarine as a legitimate object of 
commerce. He said he signed a paper, but he did 
not know what it was, and that he was opposed to 
the sale of oleomargarine as butter. The commit- 
tee, at 4 o’clock, adjourned until this morning at 10. 

This investigation is creating a great deal of in- 
terest in the butter and cheese trade. Many deal- 
ers engaged in the sale of imitation articles are 
greatly interested in the result of the investigation, 
and so are those who are resolved to sell nothing 
but genuine butter and cheese. It is hoped by the 
latter that a law will pe passed, rendering it impos- 
sible to sell oleomargarine aad lard cheese for any- 
thing else than what they are. The manu- 
facturers of oleomargarine have evidently 
been thoroughly frightened at the attitude 

assumed by dealers in pure _ butter. 
Mr. M. M. Fenner, Chairman of the Committee on, 
Public Health, before his arrival in this City, in a 
letter to Mr. Washington Winsor, President of the 
Butter, Cheese, and Egg Exchange, wrote as fol- 
lows: “The oleomargarine folks have sent up, 
tendering us horses and carriages, dinner at Del- 
monico’s, &c.,« which I took the_ liberty, 
in the name of the committee, of declin-: 
ing, with thanks.” A reporter of THE Trzs, 
jn a conversation yesterday with Mr. Fenner, 
was told that a thorough investigation would be 
made. No influences that might be brought to 
bear upon the committee would affect their final 
decizion. Full and free discussion would be in- 
vited from all sides. Several persons employed in 
the manufacture of oleomargarine had been 
eubpcenaed to appear before the committee. 
So far as he could observe, there was little left un- 
done by those engaged in the production of oleo- 
margarine and lard cheese to protect their Inter- 
ests. Mr. Ebenezer Crapser, Assemblyman from 
&t. Lawrence County, is the owner of 21 
creameries, and in 13 of them, as Mr. Fenner 
understood, lard cheese was manufactured. 
Mr. Crapser skims the milk in his cream- 
eries of the cream which it is capable 
of bearing, and out of the milk so closely skimmed 
mixed with lard by a patented,process, a so-called 
cream is produced, from which cheese is:made. ;He 
is the owner or part owner of the patent by which 
the skim milk and lard are converted into artificial 
cream, and is endeavoring to have it introduced 
into all the creameries of the country. Mr. Crap- 
ser and his partners expect to obtain a royalty of 
1g cent per pound on all the cheese manufactured 
their process. 

oo George W. Simpson, President of the Boston 
Produce Exchange, stigmatized the sale of adulter- 
ated butter and cheese as a curse to the dairy in- 
terests of this country. It had been estimated, he 
raid, that the annual milk product of the United 
States amounted to $400,000,000, and he considered 
that so large an interest demanded some 
protection. Two-thirds of the cheese pro- 
duced was exported. Should the idea get 
abroad that our cheese was adulterated with lard 
an export trade of magnificent proportions would 
be seriously injured. if not wholly destroyed.

All care possible should be 
used to foster it. American butter and American 
oleomargarine should be sold in European markets 
and at home for what tney are, and imitation 
cheese and butter should be unmistakably branded 
as such.

Mr. Simpson 
was of opinion that all dealers who evaded the law 
should be exposed on ’Change—in fact, as the re- 
porter understood him, ‘* Boycotted.”

MR. WALES EXPLAINS AND CORRECTS SOME 

RECENT STATEMENTS OF A COLLEAGUE, 

Park Commissioner Salem H. Wales was 
questioned by a Times reporter yesterday with re- 
gard to the statements of his colleague, Commis- 
sioner Lane, on the subject of the department 
patronage. Mr. Wales said, among other things: 
“TIT was absent from the City when Mr. Lane’s 
patronage grievance appeared in Tor Tives. I do 
not propose to take any notice of it beyond the 
simple statement that I had no conference with 
either Mr. MacLean or Mr. Olliffe about the resolu- 
tion that was passed authorizing Commissioner 
Olliffe and myself to select the men. In reply toan 
inquiry of Mr. MacLean for bis reason for the reso- 
lution, I understood him to say he wanted to secure 
a good class of men. Possibly this manifestation of 
virtue, which had an encouraging look, threw me off 
my guard when Commissioner MacLean proposed 
the name of Burke for the position of janitor of the 
Arsenal. I have not seen Commissioner MacLean 
since the appointment was made. I knew nothing 
of this man beyond the assurance made to me at 
the time that he was recommended by reputable 
citizens. It appears to me most certain that Mr. 
MacLean, now that his attention is called to the 
case, will make haste to relieve himself of the re- 
sponsibility for a recommendation given, I trust, ia 
ignorance of the man appointed.” 

Mr. Wales claims that the record of the pro- 
ceedings of the Park Commissioners during the 
present year shows him to have been a con- 
sistent advocate for economy, especially as far 
as concerns the discharge of superfluous em- 


ployes. Thus, since Jan. 1, 1881, he has been in- 
strumental in having the salary-list reduced 
$29,342. This saving is effected by the consolida- 
tion of two offices, a reduction in the salaries of 
the Superintending Architect, an engineer, and a 
bridge-tender, and the dismissal of two Superin- 
tendents, four Inspectors, a foreman, two assistant 
foremen, two draughtsmen, an engineer, two ma- 
sons, two “skilled laborers,”’ &c. The salaries of 
the dismissed persons range from $3,500 down to 


$400. 
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RUINS IN NORTH AFRICA.

COMMANDER GORRINGE LECTURES BEFORE 
THE GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 

Lieut.-Commander Henry H. Gorringe ad- 
dressed the American Geographical Society and its 
guests at Chickering Hall, last evening, on a 
“Cruise Along the Northern Coast of Africa.” 
Judge Daly, President of the society, introduced 
Commander Gorringe. Among the distinguished 
persons on the platform were the Rev. Dr. Hitch- 
cock, Vice-President of the Society; Mr. Hall, the 
Secretary; Dexter A. Hawkins, Gordon N. Burn- 
ham, the Rev. Dr. Philip Schaff, Prof. Theodore W. 
Dwight, Gen. Cullum, and Gen. Egbert L. Viele. 
Referring to a map of the narrow tract of Africa 
that lies between the Desert of Saharaand the Med- 
iterranean Sea, the lecturer called attention to 
the small distance separating the north coast of 
Africa from the southern shores of Europe. It is, 
he said, only 75 miles from the west end of Sicily 
to Cape Bon, and less than 200 from the beautiful 
city of Palermo to the squalid capital of Tunis. 
One night's run of an “Atlantic steamer 
would take one from _ the _ opera-house 
in Malta, filled with the fashionable  so- 
ciety of a British garrison, to the mag- 
nificent but desolate ruins of the amphitheatre of 
the ancient Leptis Magna, peopled only by 
owls and jackals. It was in 1878 that Com- 
mander Gorringe, in the course of a _ short 
Mediterranean cruise, paused long enough 
to visit the ground once occupied y 
Carthage, of which only the crumbling columns 
of the aqueduct and the splendid system of cis- 
terns remain above the surface; to explore the 
east coast of ancient Zeugitana and Byzacium, and 
to make an excursion inland. A considerable por- 
tion of the great vailey that lies between the two 
eastern spurs of the Atlas Mountains appeared to 
be below the level of the sea, but the explor- 
ing party had no instruments to test this 
question and to determine the actual elevation 
of the vast basin, which, at a recent date, was 
undoubtedly penetrated by aseries of lakes extend- 
ing from the Guif of Gabes 250 miles westward. 
It has been in agitation within the last five years 
to restore the lost fertility of this basin by cutting 
a canal from the Gulf of Gabes ina westerly direc- 
tion, and admitting the waters of the Mediterra- 
nean. According to engineers sent out to explore 
and survey the region, the total area below sea- 
level is 3,000 square miles, and the distance from 
~~ nearest depression to the Mediterranean 102 
miles. 

Vestiges of ancient towns are here abundant, but 
the most interesting of all the ruins is the famous 
Coliseum of Lisdra, a day’s journey fromthe Gulf 
of Gabes. It isin the form of an ellipse, the larger 
diameter of which is 480 feet and the smaller 870 
feet; the corresponding diameters of the arena 
being respectively 240 and 180 feet. The structure 
is composed of four tiers of arches resting upon 
columns, and having a total altitude of about 100 
feet. This coliseum is smaller than that of Verona, 
and the capitals of the columns have astriking 
resembiance to those of Pompey’s Pillar. The gate- 
way was destroyed 150 years ago by the Bey of 
Tunis, to prevent the Arabs from using the struc- 
ture as a fortress when in revolt against his 
authority. The keystones of the ground tier of 
arches were originally decorated with sculp- 
tures, of which only a few fragments re- 
main. From the great coliseum Commander 
Gorringe passed to the ruins of _ the 
three cities Sabrata, Oea, and Leptis, which 
he has twice visited. Columns of Cipollino marble 
lie seattered on the shore. Three of these were 
measured, and proved to be 30 feet long by 4 feet 
in diameter. The marble is variegated in color, 
green predominating, and takes a beautiful pol- 
ish. The ewig discovered a row of 11 such 
columns whose tops were sticking up above 
the sand. This row is within the 
massive walls of a large edifice which have top- 
pled over without breaking. The quays of the old 

ort, visible in many places, were lined with mar- 

le and constructed and ornamented with extraor- 
dinary care. The harbor basin is now filled with 
sand, and the river that once passed through the 
city is dry in Summer. At Leptis no systematio 
made, although 
many of the most beautiful columns and relics 
have been removed by European explorers, and 
the Church of St. Germain Des-prés, in Paris, owes 


‘its finest decorations to this ancient seat of art. 


The city everlooked the sea, with massive walls of 
granite blocks exceeding 10 tons in weight. No 
cement or mortar was used, but the stones were 
hewn to an exact fit, and there was a subterranean 
passage beneath, the opening of which is now 
washed by the sea. 

The five cities of,the ancient Pentopolis—Berenice, 
Arsinoé, Ptolemais,. Apollonia, and Cyrene—next 
claimed attention. The first is more completely in 
ruins than the rest, its colums having been used in 
building the modern town of Benghazi. 
The surface is broken by precipitous 

orges, at the bottom of which the vegetation is 
nxuriant. The gardens of the Hesperides are be- 
lieved to have been inthe vicinity of this ruined 
city. Near by isadeep gorge which conceals the 
entrance to a cavern, the main passage of 
which Jeads to an extensive subterranean sheet 
of water, which is_ believed to be the 
River Lethe of Greek mythology and_le- 
gend. The party explored the stream in a boat, 
and found its waters to run with a current through 
a series of underground caves connected by 
passages, the walls of which are covered with 
Greek and Punic inscriptions. Cyrene, the most 
picturesauely situated of these five cities, is 
the only one that has been systematically 
explored. It was an ancient health re- 
sort, and its ruins and ranges of tombs formed the 
materials for a series of stereopticon illustrations, 
which were highly appreciated by the audience, 
and drew an encomium from the Rev. Dr. Hitch- 
cock after the lecture was concluded. Among the 
new members of the society elected last evening 
were T. C. Whitehouse, A. L. Brown, James Kirsch, 
James B. Canfield.

LORD LONSDALE’S YACHT ARRIVES, 
The steam-yacht Northumbria, which is 
owned by Lord Lonsdale, a young English noble- 
man, arrived yesterday morning and anchored in 
the North River, opposite the Stevens Castle, in Ho- 
boken. She was built in Newcastle in 1867, but 


was thoroughly repaired in 1876, when her present 
owner purchased her. She measures 426 tons and 
carries three schooner-rigged masts, with a square 
topsail on the foremast. She is 156 feet long, 2534 
across her beam, and 134% deep. Her engines can 
drive her through the water at the rate of 12 miles 
an hour, but her usual speed is 9 knots. The cabins 
are fitted up in the most luxurious style. Capt. 
Harris commands the yacht, and has under him a 
crew of 25 men. Lord Lonsdale, who is on board 
the vessel, left England in January last, and visited 
the Cape de Verde Islands and cai'ed at several 
West Indian ports. He left Kingston, with the 
Northumbria, 12 days ago. He intendsto leave his 
yacht under command of Capt. Harris, and will re- 
turn home by the Cunard steamer which leaves 
next Wednesday.

TRADE THROUGH THE WEST. 


—--—_@——_—_— 
FAVORABLE REPORTS RECEIVED FROM MANY 
BUSINESS CENTRES. 

Dispatches containing valuable and interest- 
ing details ot the present condition and prospects 
of trade, the character of transportation facilities, 
and the preparations for crop-growing throughout 
the West and North-west were received yesterday 
by Bradstreet’s from correspondents in Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati, Dayton, Detroit, Grand Rap- 
ids, Indianapolis, Louisville, Chicago, Peoria, St. 
Louis, Milwaukee, St. Paul, Burlington, Omaha, 
Kansas City, St. Joseph, and Denver. From the 
general tenor of the dispatches it appears that, de- 
spite the extraordinary severity of the Winter, 
nothing has occurred in those regions seriously to 
interfere with business prosperity, nor are there 
any indications that the volume of business 
will compare unfavorably with that of 


year. In the neighborhood of Columbus, 
Ohio, the frost is still in the ground, 
and little preparation has yet been made for plant- 
ing the crops. Transportation facilities are re- 
garded as excellent, barring some delays by snow 
blockades. Trade is reported as generally good. 
From St. Paul, Minn., comes the welcome news of 
an increasing volume of Spring trade, the breaking 
up of the Missourl River, indications of im- 
mense crops, and activity among the farm- 
ers. In spite of the bad weather and the 
recent transportation difficulties, the Winter's 
business in Missouri has been, the St. Louis cor- 
respondent says, satisfactory, and the prospects of 
an excellent Spring trade are so promising that 
nothing but expressions of confidence are heard. 
All the river and railroad transportation agencies 
are actively engaged, and no blockades have been 
encountered for several weeks. The Mississippi 
is open to above Quincy, and the Missouri as far 
as Kansas City. Speaking of the conditions of 
affairs in other sections, the correspondent in St. 
Louis adds encouraging details regarding the con- 
dition of the ground for Spring farm-work. 

The news from Cincinnati is substantially as fol- 
lows: Trade is satisfactory in most particulars. 
Transportation facilities are ample, save to the 
South, the Louisville and Nashville Road refusing 
freight in consequence of a blockade. The Cincin- 
nati Southern is receiving some, but is in need of 
cars and cannot do all the business offered. The 
Winter wheat crop promises to be comparatively 
early; barley will probably be poor, Prepara- 
tions are being made for a large lant- 
ing of oats, corn, and tobacco. Advices 
from Lexington, Ky., report the hemp cro 
in a bad cendition. According to-the dispatc 
from Peoria, Ill., business generally is active and 
satisfactory. Collections are fair, considering the 
condition of the roads. Shipments of grain are 
exceeding the receipts. and transportation is good. 
The wheat cropis in fair condition, but the prepa- 
rations for crops will be late on account of the rain. 
“From comparative inactivity,’’ says the corre- 
spondent in Denver, Col, ‘commerce here 
springs into vigorous life.’”’ Unless late Spring 
snow-storms occur, the total losses on cattle will 
be under 10 percent. Trade in Dayton, Ohio, is at 
present quite good. Little has been done as to 
crops. Similar information concerning business 
andthe crops comes from Omaha, Neb., where 
transportation is improving. During the past 
week trade has been at a stand-still in Chicago in 
consequence of the severity of the late storms. On 
Thursday the trunk lines were all receiving freight. 
Navigation is still closed, and, as the ground is 
under two feet of snow, crop preparations are not, 
as yet, in progress. Spring trade, reports the 
Cleveland correspondent, compares favorably with 
last year. and a good April movement is antici- 
pated. Money is close. Transportation is im- 
proving, and a good wheat crop is looked for. In 
Michigan little will be done for the crop 
before April 20. The condition of the 
Wheat plants is most promising. Wholesale 
merchants and jobbers are well pleased with the 
present state of trade and the outlook. Local 
transportation is improving as the season advances. 
The report from Louisville, Ky., is encouraging as 
to the state of trade and the prospects for the 
Spring. Complaints of dullness come from Grand 
Rapids, Mich. The general condition of trade in 
Milwaukee and other parts of Wisconsin, consid- 
ering the unparalleled storms, is fair and the im- 
mediate outlook favorable, although much depends 
on the future weather. Shipping is seriously 
affected. Unusually good Winter wheat is looked 
for, but preparations for planting crops are out of 
the question while the snow remains on the 
ground. The tidings from Indianapolis are to the 
effect that Spring trade is backward, although 
promising; that no crop preparations are in 
progress; that wheat is somewhat dam- 
aged; that there is a plenty of work in in- 
dustrial establishments, and that no serious 
complaint is made respecting transportation. 
In Burlington, Iowa, trade is fully equal to last 
year’s average. The country business is stagnant 
on account of the bad roads. Distributing facili- 
ties are much impeded, but show signs of improve- 
ment. Owing tothe lateness of the Spring there 
will probably be a light sowing of wheat. Trade 
has been dull during the past month in St. Joseph, 
Mo., by reason of the snow blockade, although the 
prospects of a revived Spring trade are good. A 
long dispatch from Kansas City, Mo., speaks of 
trade as having suffered from interruptions result- 
ing from the late storms. The fine weather of the 

ast few days, however, has given a satisfactory 
mpetusto business. New territory is being opened 
by railroad extension. The country roads nearly 
everywhere in the State are in such a bad condi- 
tion asto retard local communication and delay 
the movement of produce.
